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Cuba  Talked    in    the    Senate; 
Other    Brief   Washing- 
ton News. 


Washington,  June  24. — The  houae 
committee  on  coina(^,  weifi^hts  and 
measures  held  a  meeting  today  and  took 
up  the  eenate  amendment  to  the  silver 
bilL  The  committee  decided  by  a  vote 
of  6  to  5  to  recommend  non-concurrence 
in  the  senate  amendments  and  to  ask 
the  house  to  order  a  conference.  Messrs. 
Walker  of  Massachusetts  and  Mutchler 
of  Pennsylvania  were  absent  from  the 
meeting. 

The  house  committee  on  rules  has  ar- 
ranged to  have  a  final  vote  taken  in  the 
house  at  2  o'clock  tomorrow  afternoon 
upon  the  report  of  the  coinage  commit- 
tee recommending  non -concurrence  in 
the  senate  amendments  to  the  silver  bill 
and  requesting  a  conference. 

The  house  adopted  the  rule  to  con- 
sider the  silver  bill  at  once  and  vote  at  2 
o'clock  tomorrow  on  the  senate  amend- 
ments. 

After  the  journal  had  been  read  Mr. 
Springer  of  Illinois  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  it  showed  that  the  legis- 
lative appropriation  bill  as  amended  by 
the  senate  bad  been  referred  to  the  ap- 
propriations committee  without  reference 
to  the  house.  He  said  that  if  anything 
had  been  decided  in  the  case  of  the 
silver  bill,  it  was  that  the  reference 
should  be  made  inoperative  and  that  the 
bill  should  have  gone  to  the  committee 
of  the  whole.  The  speaker  said  the 
usual  custom  had  been  followed;  that 
the  record  duly  informed  the  house  of 
the  references,  and  therefore  declared 
the  journal  approved.  Mr.  Butterworth 
of  Ohio  presented  the  report  of  the  ap- 
propriations committee  upon  the  senate 
amendments  to  the  legislative  bill.  He 
said  that  in  the  case  of  inconset^uential 
amendments  the  committee  recom- 
mendeil  concurrence;  but  where  salaries 
were  increased  or  new  offices  created  the 
committee  recommended  non-concur- 
rence. 

Mr.  Call  gave  notice  in  the  senate  that 
he  would  tomorrow  call  up  the  adverse 
report  from  the  committee  on  foreign  re- 
lations in  the  resolution  introduced  by 
him  relating  to  the  independence  of 
Cuba,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
some  remarks  to  the  senate.  The  con- 
ference report  on  the  naval  appropria- 
tion bill  was  presented  and  agreed  to. 
The  senate  then  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  poet  office  appropria- 
tion bill. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was 
agreed  to  and  conference  orderetl.  Mr. 
McKinley  of  Iowa  from  the  committee 
on  rules,  reported  a  resolution  that 
immediately  after  its  passage  the  house 
proceetl  to  consider  the  silver  bill  with 
senate  amendments  and  at  2  o'clock 
Wednesday,  June  25  the  previous  ques- 
tion be  considered  as  ordered.  He  de- 
manded the  previous  question  on  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution,  which  was 
ordered,  and  twenty  minutes  debate  was 
allowed  on  either  side. 

Another  Knt«rpriiie  Scandal. 

WASHDroTON,  June  24.-  When  the 
United  States  steamship  Richmond 
arrives  at  New  York  this  week 
there  will  be  some  interesting  ac- 
counts obtainable  of  life  on  board 
that  vessel  in  the  tropics.  Uear 
Admiral  Gillis  has  preferred  charges 
against  Capt.  Reed,  commanding  the 
ship,  and  Capt.  Iteed  presents  counter 
charges,  and  a  ventilation  of  both  sides 
promises  to  be  as  interesting  as  the  Mc- 
Calla  case.  Both  officers  are  on  the 
Richmond.  A  court  of  inquiry  will  be 
ordered,  and  an  examination  into  the 
trouble  will  be  made.  The  trouble  or- 
iginally grew  out  of  a  conflict  of  author- 
ity.

Preparatlonit  for  Tentlnf;  15,00O  KnishU 
at  Milwaukee. 
MiLWACKEE,  June  24.— rhe  arrange- 
ments for  the  Knights  of  Pythias  con- 
clave to  be  held  in  Milwaukee  in  July 
are  fast  nearing  completion.  Gen.  Bragg 
has  arrived  from  Chicago  and  with  sev- 
eral assistants  will  at  once  commence 
the  erection  of  the  3500  tents  of  the 
camp  for  the  uniform  rank,  in  which  it 
is  expected  15,000  knights  will  be  quar- 
tered. 

Oen.  J.  R.  Carnaham  has  furnished  the 
list  of  divisions  and  batallions  of  the  uni- 
form rank  who  will  participate  in  the 
drill,  for  which  prizes  amounting  to  $5- 
OOt)  are  offered  oy  Milwaukee  citizens.

Such  18  Now  Said  to  be  the  Case  In  Minne- 
apolis. 
Minneapolis,  June  24.— [Special  to 
The  Herald] — There  is  a  great  scarcity 
of  laborers  in  this  city  owing  largely  to 
the  great  number  employed  in  putting 
in  the  electric  street  car  lines.

Meet  This  ATtemoon. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  July  24-- [Special  to 
The  Herald.— The  state  prohibition  con- 
vention opened  in  the  Newmarket 
theater  this  morning,  W.  P.  Pinkham, 
temporary  chairman.  The  credentials 
committee  reported  that  no  lady  could 
be  a  delegate  under  the  Australian  law. 
The  ladies  were  accordingly  shut  out 
but  were  elected  honorary  members.  At 
1  o'clock  the  Pourth  district  congres- 
sional prohibition  convention  was  held, 
D.  B.  Morgan  presiding.  W.  P.  Dean, 
of  Minneapolis,  was  nominated  by  ac- 
clamation.

The  latter 
was  fatally  scalded.

Kansas  Ctty,  Mo.,  June  24.— I'he 
weather  here  during  the  past  two  days 
has  been  intensely  hot  Two  deaths 
from  the  heat  are  reported,  one,  a  man 
named  Wheldon,  recently  from  Chicago, 
and  the  other  a  colored  child.  Several 
were  prostrated  but  will  probably  re- 
cover. 


are    not    Wanted    Until    Thetr 
Owner*  are  Dead. 

Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  June  24.— Professor  Burt 
G.  Wilder,  professor  of  physiology,  etc., 
in  Cornell,  has  just  entered  upon  a  most 
remarkable  line  of  investigation.  Not 
satisfied  with  collecting  4000  specimens 
of  entire  animals  in  alcohol,  he  has  de- 
cided to  give  bis  attention  to  a  careful 
study  of  the  human  brain  by  means  of 
actual  observation. 

Por  this  purpose  he  has  got  together 
within  the  last  year  the  brains  of  several 
hundred  persons  who  have  died  recently. 
Among  these  are  the  brains  of  philoso- 
phers, artists,  business  men,  and  even 
murderers.  He  has  discovered  some 
very  curious  facts  from  his  study  and 
observations,  facts  which  have  a  distinct 
bearing  on  the  question  of  ethics, 
such  as  certain  men's  account- 
ability for  their  crimes.  By  a 
peculiar  process.  Dr.  Wilder  hardens 
the  brain  before  it  is  taken  from  the 
body,  so  that  one  can  handle  the  de- 
ceased subject's  thinking  apparatus  as 
easily  as  he  can  a  footbdl.  Dr.  Wilder 
is  anxious  to  get  the  brains  of  philos- 
ophers and  professors,  and  is  on  a  still 
hunt  for  bequests  of  this  kind.  One 
prominent  college  president  has  already 
presented  his  brains  on  his  decease,  and 
several  professors  of  leading  educational 
institutions  have  donated  their  bodies  as 
well  as  their  trains. 

Dr.  Wilder  has  formulated  some  curi- 
ous propositions  regarding  the  brains  of 
people  who  have  been  insane.  Among 
other  things,  he  shows  almost  conclu- 
sively that  insanity  in  many  cases 
springs  from  lack  of  cerebral  nutriment 
consequent  upon  a  poor  blood  circula- 
tion. Dr.  Wilder  says  he  hopes  the 
newspaper  editors  will  send  in  their 
brains  as  contributions  to  bis  cerebral 
exchequer. 

INTERNATIONAL    CONVENTION. 

Oovernor  Beaver  Welcoutes  the  Dele- 
gates to  the  Smoky  City, 

PiTTsiiuRon,  June  24.— Over  three 
thousand  people,  two  thousand  being 
delegates,  were  crowded  into  the  Me- 
chanical hall  of  the  Exposition  building 
this  morning  when  the  great  Interna- 
tional Sunday  School  convention 
was  called  to  order. 

The  proceedings  were  prefaced  with 
devotional  exercises,  which  lasted  until 
nearly  noon,  and  the  enrollment  of  dele- 
gates and  appointment  of  committees 
occupied  considerable  time.  A  lengthy 
report  was  presented  by  the  held  secre- 
tary, William  Reynolds. 

This  evening  the  delegates  will  be 
welcomed  by  Governor  James  A.  Beaver, 
and  responses  will  be  made  by  Hon.  S. 
H.  Blake  of  Ontario,  and  Hon.  A.  H.  Col- 
quitt of  Georgia. 

ON    WESTERN    LINES 

Economy  on  Pennsylvania  Koads  West  of 
Pittsburgh. 

Chicack),  June  24.— Heavy  reductions 
in  the  expenses  of  the  Pennsylvania 
lines  west  of  Pittsburgh  are  contem- 
plated by  the  manag  ement  as  a  result  of 
the  conference  of  the  general  and  divi- 
sion superintendents  which  was  held  at 
the  Auditorium  hotel  last  week.  The 
officials  of  the  Cleveland,  St.  Louis. 
Columbus,  Louisville  and  Indianai>olis 
divisions,  accompanied  by  General  Pas- 
senger .\gent  Wood,  are  now  taking  a 
trip  over  the  lines  of  the  road,  visiting 
all  the  sections  on  the  route,  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  journey  a  decision  will 
be  arrived  at  regardiug  the  points  at 
which  economy  can  be  practiced. 

It  is  said  that  the  company  has  deter- 
mined to  decrease  its  expenditures  on 
the  western  lines  several  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  yearly. 


Seamen*  Hospital  Opened. 

London,  June  24. — The  new  Seamens 
Hospital  at  the  Royal  Albert  and  Vic- 
tory docks,  was  opened  this  morning  by 
the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales. 
The  day  was  observed  as  a  holiday  in 
the  district,  and  the  populace  turned 
out  enmasse  to  give  the  future  king  a 
hearty  reception.  As  usual,  the  welcome 
accorded  the  princess  was  especially 
cordial.  After  the  ceremony  the  princess 
was  presented  with  an  oaken  casket 
containing  a  gold  medal  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  event. 


Wanamaker  Confident. 

Washington,  June  24. — Postmaster- 
General  Wanamaker  is  anything  but  dis- 
heartened over  the  action  of  the  house 
committee  on  telegraphs  in  postponing 
the  further  consideration  of  his  tele- 
graph bill  until  next  session.  Although 
he  has  worked  hard  to  bring  his  scheme 
to  a  Buccebsful  issue,  he  hardly  expected 
to  secure  any  favorable  result  at  the 
present  session.  He  now  proposes  to 
collect  additional  data  bearing  upon  the 
subject,  and  he  is  confident  that  success 
will  crown  his  efforts. 


Illinois  State  Momlnations. 

Spkingfield,  111.,  June  24.— Repre- 
sentatives of  the  G.  O.  P.  filled  the  hall 
of  the  house  of  representatives  to  over- 
flowing at  noon  when  the  biennial  con- 
vention of  the  republicans  was  called  to 
order  by  G«n.  James  S.  Martin.  The 
candidates  to  be  placed  in  nomination 
are  a  state  superintendent  of  public  in- 
struction, three  university  trustees  and 
a  state  treasurer.  For  the  latter  nomi- 
nation it  is  thought  that  P^ranz  Amberg 
of  Chicago,  has  iLe  osll. 


Madison,  Wis.,  June  24.— Ex-president 
John  Bascom  of  the  Wisconsin  univer- 
sity, but  now  of  Williams  college, 
Massachusetts,  created  a  profound  sen- 
sation last  night  in  his  address  to  the 
graduating  law  class  of  the  State 
University  here  by  unmercifully 
criticising  the  Wisconsin  supreme 
court  decision  excluding  the  Bible  from 
the  public  schools. 

"The  court,"  Dr.  Bascom  averred,  "ex- 
rluded  religious  instruction  in  order  to 
get  rid  of  sectarian  instruction.  Under 
a  constructive  interpretation  the  Bible 
is  not  a  sectarian  book.  All  Christian 
sects  assign  it  distinctly  a  central  posi- 
tion. Sectarianism  arises  in  the  doctri- 
nal rendering  of  poitionsof  it  and  not  in 
its  primary  moral  force.  We  read  the 
Bible  in  our  schools  for  its  primary  his- 
toric force,  as  we  offer  minerals  and 
plants  to  the  senses  of  our  children. 

"The  Bible  is  to  sectarian  opinions 
what  water  is  to  specific  drinks,  it  is  the 
body  of  them  all,  but  has  the  peculiar 
qualities  of  none  of  them.  It  is  the 
chief  classic  in  the  English  language, 
the  most  wide  reaching  and  forceful  his- 
toric record;  it  is  incomparably  superior 
to  all  other  books  in  its  intellectual  pro- 
ductiveness, moral  power  and  spiritual 
inspiration;  while  as  a  fact,  it  has  been 
the  most  potent  element  in  our  race  and 
national  development.  A  truth  is  no 
more  than  a  truth,  because  it  is  in  the 
Bible.  An  error  no  less  an  error  because 
it  is  in  the  Bible.  Yet,  for  actual  force 
in  the  formation  of  society  every  other 
influence  is  insignificant  compared  with 
that  of  this  book,  which  we  are  reading 
either  in  aversion  or  intolerance  or  mis 
apprehension  to  forbid  in  our  public 
schools.  We  have  no  list  of  excluded 
works.  We  single  the  Bible  out  alone 
for  this  indignity.  What  more  curious 
idea  could  have  wormed  its  way  into  the 
public  mind  than[the  conviction  that  the 
to  prohibit  the  saloons  in  our  streets 
and  to  permit  the  Bible  in  our  schools 
are  equally  an  offense  against  personal 
liberty. 

"In  view  of  such  conclusions,"  added 
the  doctor  in  ending,  "It  becomes  doubt 
ful  whether  reason  itself  is  rational." 

President  Chamberlain  preached  the 
annual  baccalaureate  sermon  Sunday 
afternoon  on  "The  Appropriate  Moral 
Field  of  Public  Educational  Institutes." 
He  said,  and  in  so  saying,  endorsed  the 
supreme  court  decision  in  the  Edgerton 
Bible  case:  "That  portion  of  the  moral 
realm  which  is  built  upon  beliefs  disputed 
among  the  sects  and  parties  must  be  left 
to  those  who  voluntarily  preach  and 
press  them.  The  whole  field  must  also 
be  left  freely  open  i.o  those  who  would 
promote  morals  upon  both  bases,  or  upon 
any  part  of  either.  To  my  view  there  is 
herein  no  antagonism,  nor  even  rivalry, 
but  a  wholesome  co-operation  and  di- 
vision of  labor,  as  well  as  an  economy 
of  moral  effort.  The  adopted  pwlicy 
of  our  commonwealth  commends  itself 
by  the  sanctions  of  equity  and  by 
special  ethical  considerations  of  the 
highest  moment.  Our  people  should,  in 
their  generosity,  permit  ethical  instruc- 
tion to  range  as  widely  over  the  realm  of 
belief  as  can  be  done  without  very  seri- 
ous danger  to  the  special  doctrines  they 
hold  clear.  If  there  ever  was  any  ground 
for  fearing  that  our  public  educational 
institutions  were  liable  to  be  made  the 
avenue  of  sectarian  instruction,  that  fear 
must  be  now  allayed  by  the  recent  de- 
cision of  the  supreme  tribunal  of  our 
state." 

This  endorsement  of  the  supreme 
court  decision  was  expected  to  stir  up 
the  hornet's  nest  around  the  worthy 
president's  ears,  and  ex-President  Bas- 
com was  looked  for  to  put  in  his  oar 
with  characteristic  vim. 


FOR    THE    ARGENTINE. 

Millions  In  American  Goods  to  be  Shipped 
to  Buenos  Ayres. 

Chicago,  June  24.— E.  M.  Aceredo  of 
Buenos  Ayres  is  in  this  city.  He  has 
bought  several  million  dollars'  worth  of 
American  goods,  which  will  be  shipped 
to  the  Argentine  Republic  this  month. 
These  gowls  will  be  displayed  and  sold 
in  an  immense  building  in  Buenos  Ayres, 
and  the  stock  will  always  be  kept  com- 
plete. 

Speaking  of  the  enterprise,  Mr.  Aceredo 
said:  "It  has  taken  me  three  months  to 
pick  out  my  stock,  but  it  is  ready  for 
the  ships  now,  excepting  some  agricul- 
tural implements,  which  I  will  select  in 
Chicago.  That  will  be  my  last  purchase. 
I  have  secured  lines  of  goods  from  sev- 
enty of  the  largest  firms  in  the  United 
States — in  cities  from  Boston  to  Chicago 
— and  there  are  no  two  lines  alike.  The 
purchase  includes  agricultural  imple- 
ments of  all  kinds,  wagons,  carriages, 
machinery,  furniture,  firearms,  cutlery, 
sewing  machines,  and  all  kinds  of  small 
manufactured  goods,  down  to  boots  and 
shoes. 

"For  all  these  goods  cash  is  paid. 
They  will  be  shipped  from  New  York  in 
our  steamers,  and  placed  in  an  immense 
exhibition  building.  It  will  be  a  sort  of 
world's  fair  display,  yet  everything  is 
for  sale.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  facilities 
for  reaching  the  people  of  South  Amer- 
ica, American  manufacturers  can  do  lit- 
tle with  our  people  at  present.  Stimu- 
lated by  the  desire  to  place  the  goods  in 
South  America,  American  dealers  gave 
us  the  best  of  prices.  This,  with  the 
liberal  discount  allowed  for  cash,  will 
enable  us  to  undersell  the  English  in 
every  line.  Not  only  that,  but  srfter  our 
people  have  become  thoroughly  acquaint- 
ed with  American  wares,  they  will  al- 
ways want  them." 

Reaching  the  Miners. 
Dun  BAB,  Pa.,  June  24. — The  miners 
broke  through  the  coal  at3:.30  this  morn- 
ing. Mine  Inspector  Keighley  said  there 
is  hope  of  hearing  from  the  imprisoned 
men  by  7  o'clock  tonight  At  10  this 
morning  the  rescuing  party  reached 
"gob,"  which  is  key  loose.  They  think 
they  are  eight  feet  from  the  line.  The 
miners  will  meet  to  take  action  on  the 
rescue  of  the  imprisoned  men. 

There'll  be  Trouble  Yet. 

Ottawa,  Ont,  June  24. — The  minister 
of  marine  and  fisheries  says  the  instruc- 
tions issued  to  the  fishery  protection 
cruisers  are  precisely  the  same  as  those 
of  last  year.  The  men  are  being  armed 
with  batons  instead  of  cutlasses,  as  it 
takes  too  long  to  make  them  acquainted 
with  the  use  of  the  cutlasses.  As  last 
I  year,  every  man  carries  a  revolver. 


A   DISLIKED    LEADER. 

The  Unpopular   Superintendent  Causes   a 
Strike  of  Thirteen  Hundred  Men. 

Chicago,  June  24.  —  The  strike  of 
freight  conductors,  switchmen  and  brake- 
men  on  the  Illinois  Central  has  become 
a  seriout  one  and  threatens  to  blockade 
its  entire  business.  The  suburban  train- 
men struck  this  morning  after  the  early 
trains  had  come  in,  and  there  are  now 
about  1300  men  idle,  and  the  business  of 
the  road  is  paralyzed.  The  bone  of  con- 
tention is  Mr.  Russell,  superintendent  of 
the  lines  of  the  Illinois  &  Wisconsin 
railroad.  He  came  to  Chicago  a  year 
ago,  and  ever  since  men  under  him  have 
been  dissatisfied. 

The  immediate  cause  was  the  resigna- 
tion of  Trainmaster  Berry  and  his  assist- 
ant, Irwin  E.  Pushie.  A  rumor  went 
the  round  of  the  freight  yard  yesterday 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  Supt  Rus- 
sell to  dismiss  Berry  and  Pushie.  As 
these  individuals  knew  of  no  reason  for 
their  dismissal,  they  took  the  bull  by 
the  horns  and  went  to  the  superintend- 
ent's office.  They  also  formulated  a 
grievance  which  has  been  a  sore  point 
for  some  months.  Under  the  old  rules 
a  freight  train  arriving  in  the  depot  first 
was  always  allowed  to  depart  first,  but 
Mr.  Russell  inaugurated  a  new  rule  by 
which  certain  men  were  allowed  to  run 
their  trains  before  others.

Watklns,  of  Detroit,   Will  Manage    the  St. 

Paul  Baseball  Club. 

St.  Paul,  June  24.— W.  H.  Watkins, 
formerly  manager  of  the  Detroit  Base- 
ball clpb,  arrived  in  the  city  last  even- 
ing, and  is  busily  engaged  trying  to  in- 
fuse a  little  life  into  the  St.  Paul  team. 

Mr.  Watkins  visited  a  number  of  the 
prominent  baseball  enthusiasts  this 
morning  with  a  view  to  forming  a  new 
stock  company  with  a  capital  of  821,000 
to  buy  out  the  present  management  and 
give  the  club  a  fresh  start.  His  success 
so  far  has  been  verj-  good.  If  this  pro- 
ject proves  successful  the  club  will  be 
placed  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Watkins.  It  is  proposed  to  secure  new 
grounds  and  to  strengthen  the  club  in 
every  way  possible. 

He  said  this  morning:  "I  feel  sure 
this  plan  will  prove  successful,  pro- 
vided we  can  secure  the  backing  we 
want  to  start  with.  St.  Paul  has  always 
been  a  first-class  baseball  town.  Our 
plan  is  to  give  a  team  that  is  first  class 
in  every  respect." 

M.  J.  Roche  and  William  Bickel  of  the 
present  management  and  J.  M.  Pott- 
gieser  are  the  orginators  of  this  plan, 
and  it  is  due  to  their  efforts  that  Mr. 
Watkins  has  taken  hold  of  it. 


Tet  Another  Astor  House. 
New  York,  June  24.—  W.  W.  Astor  is 
about  to  build  another  hotel,  this  time 
at  the  corner  of  Fifth  avenue  and  Fifty- 
ninth  street,  on  property  acquired  by 
the  late  Mr.  Astor  Just  before  his  death. 
The  cost  of  the  site,  which  consists  of 
100  feet  on  Fifth  avenue,  and  125  feet 
on  Fifty-ninth  street  was  8390,000.  The 
hotel  is  to  be  fourteen  stories  Iflgh,  and 
will  cost  with  the  land  $1,500,000.  In- 
cluding the  furniture  t^e  aggregate  cost 
will  be  82,001,000.  Work  is  to  be  begun 
in  the  autumn,  and  the  date  for  opening 
the  completed  is  September  1,  1892. 
Gen.  Ferdinand  P.  Earle  is  to  be  the 
lessee  of  the  hotel  when  finished,  and 
Mr.  Astor  has  signed  a  contract  to  have 
it  ready  for  him  at  the  date  above  given.

London,  June  24.— Sarah  Bernhardt, 
who  is  now  performing  "Joan  of  Arc"  at 
Her  Majesty's  theater  in  this  city  had  a 
narrow  escape  from  death  early  this 
morning.  Madam  Bernhardt  returned 
to  the  Savoy  hotel  and  retired.  Finding 
it  impossible  to  sleep,  she  took  chloral, 
but  by  accident  took  120  grains,  and  the 
disastrous  effects  were  soon  apparent. 
She  appeared  to    be    dying,  and  several 

?hysicians  were  immediately  summoned, 
t  was  four  hours,  however,  before  any 
marked  improvement  was  perceptible  in 
her  condition  and  she  was  pronounced 
out  of  danger.    She  is  now  recovering.

Ah,  it'll  be  better  when 
the  new  resers'oir  is  flnished,  but  when '11 
that  be? 

Insuraiice  Agent  T.  H.  Hawkes:  The 
Duluth  fire  department  does  excellent 
work.  It  not  only  puts  out  the  fires  in 
old  wooden  rookeries  that  are  hard  to 
get  at,  but  it  does  it  with  but  little  loss 
to  the  contents.  This  has  been  especial- 
ly noticeable  lately,  and  Chief  Hafey  and 
his  men  deserve  not  a  little  credit. 

Supt.  Denfeld:  I  am  proud  of  the 
graduating  class  of  the  high  school  this 
year.  It  is  the  largest  we  have  ever  had 
and  numbers  almost  as  many  as  all  of 
the  other  years  put  together. 

A  Physician:  There  is  just  as  near  no 
sickness  at  all  in  the  city  at  present  as 
there  possibly  can  be  at  this  time  of  the 
year.  I  know  I  am  not  doing  any  busi- 
ness, and  I  have  not  heard  any  of  the 
other  doctors  complain  of  being  over- 
worked, except  in  obstetrics. 

An  alderman:  Very  little  was  done  in 
the  executive  session  last  evening.  .V 
number  of  important  matters  were  dis- 
cussed, but  no  definite  action  was  taken. 
A.  Harrington:  There  are  no  new  de- 
velopments in  regard  to  the  Oneota  flour 
mills. 

IN  RE  THE  COUNT. 

St  Cloud  Journal-Press:  *rhe  state 
at  large  is  laughing  at  the  arrest  of  Min- 
neapolis enumerators  on  compaint  of  St. 
Paul.  The  charge  is  that  these  men 
have  been  aiding  in  making  a  fraudu- 
lent count  of  Minneapolis'  population, 
filling  vacant  houses  with  families  aud 
even  covering  vacant  lots  with  castles  in 
the  air.  It  takes  a  thief  to  catch  a  thief, 
and  few  will  be  surprised  to  find  Minne- 
apolis guilty  and  St.  Paul  too. 

Fergus  Falls  Journal:  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul  have  got  by  the  ears  in 
good  shape  and  all  over  the  taking  of 
the  census.  It  seems  that  when  these 
cities  found  that  they  were  going  to  fall 
short  of  the  estimates  commercial  unions 
made  a  great  howl.  A  hot  war  is  de- 
clared between  the  two  cities.  The 
main  question  is  what  business  have 
boards  of  trade  to  interfere  with  a  fed- 
eral census. 

Red  Wing  Republican:  The  charge 
is  that  a  canvass  of  unoccupied  houses 
was  first  made  and  that  the  enumerators 
were  engaged,  when  arrested,  in  filling 
up  census  schedules  with  fictitious 
families.

The  two  cities  combine  against 
the  country  counties  too  often.

Two  years  ago  the  matter  of  making 
Duluth  a  tlax  market  agitated  a  few  of 
the  that  time  grain  men  at  Duluth,  but 
the  project  failed  through  lack  of  inter- 
est and  lack  of  business,  and  today  there 
is  not  a  bushel  of  flax  in  Duluth  eleva- 
tors, nor  h&s  there  been  much  at  any 
time. 

Although  the  National  Linseed  Oil 
company  (the  Linseed  Oil  trust)  decided 
at  its  recent  meeting  in  Chicago  not  to 
erect  a  mill  at  Duluth  this  season,  the 
results  of  this  meeting  have  a  great  bear- 
ing on  the  future  of  Duluth's 
grain  business.  As  already  published  in 
The  Herald  the  company  will  build  a 
large  mill  here  next  year,  but  in  the 
meantime  it  hopes  to  turn  toward  Du- 
luth some  of  the  large  quantities  of  flour 
that  are  now  shipped  to  Chicago,  St. 
Louis,  Sioux  City  and  other  points. 

While  Duluth  is  not  situated  far 
enough  south  to  centralize  the  many 
markets  of  the  west  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes,  yet  a  strong  etfort  will  be  made 
to  control  in  the  markets  of  the  Dakotas 
and  northern  Iowa. 

And  to  this  end  the  National  company 
has  formulated  plans.  George  Piper 
has  been  appointed  general  agent,  with 
headquarters  here,  and  within  a  month 
he  will  have  made  a  beginning  of  what 
it  is  hoped  will  end  in  making  Du'uth 
the  Northwestern  flax  center,  .\rrange- 
ments  are  being  made  with  the  Duluth 
Elevator  companies  to  store  all  flax 
shipped  here,  and  the  trust  will  make  a 
strong  etfort  to  establish  l^uluth  as  the 
flax  center  of  the  Northwest.

Last  evening  the  steam  yacht  Alcyone, 
owned  by  H.  F.  Balch,  the  contractor,  of 
Minneapolis,  arrivetl  in  Duluth 
last  night.  The  passengers  were  Mr.

Miss  Shores  and  Frank  Motley, 
all  of  Minnea()olis.  The  party 
came  up  from  .\shland. 

Th«  Alcyone  was  built  at  Detroit  and 
was  launched  early  in  May.  She  is  75 
fe«»t  over  all,  12Vj'  feet  beam  and  5  feet  3 
inches  molded  depth.  She  has  fore  and 
aft  compound  engines,  cylinders  8x15 
inches  with  9-inch  stroke.  The  boat  is 
very  prettily  and  completely  furnished 
and  finished,  and  is,  though  rather  small, 
a  very  nice  craft  She  returned  to  .\sh- 
land  early  this  morning. 

The  Pontiac  was  the  first  boat  to  load 
from  Duluth,  South  Shore  A,  Atlantic 
ore  dock  No.  4  at  Marquette.  She  took 
2500  tons  Saturday. 

The  steam  barge  Marion  and  barges 
arrived  in  Lake  Ontario  today  en  route 
from  Hoboken,  N.  J.  to  Ottawa,  with 
1000  tons  of  coal.  These  are  the  first 
through  boats  from  the  seatx)ard  with 
coal  cargoes. 

The  largest  steamer  ever  built  on  the 
Clinton  river  was  launched  by  William 
Dulac  at  Mount  Clemens  Saturday.  She 
is  owned  by  II  Whi taker  A  Son,  Detroit 
and  is  named  the  Byron  Whitaker.  She 
is  over  all  236  feet;  keel,  223  feet;  beam, 
.38  feet;  moulded  depth,  21  feet.  She  is 
double  decked,  with  si.x  batches,  and  is 
for  ore  and  grain.  It  is  estimated  that 
she  will  carry  1800  gross  tons.  She  will 
have  a  Hoilge  fore-and-aft  compound  en- 
gine, 24  and  46x40  inches.

She  will  be  towed  to  Detroit  to 
receive  her  machinery,  and  will  be  ready 
for  service  about  July  "JO.  She  will  be 
sailed  by  Capt  David  Wilson. 

The  Cleveland  Ship  Building  com- 
pany has  closed  a  contract  for  another 
large  steel  steamer  to  be  built  for  J.  C. 
tJilchrist  and  R.  E.  Schuck,  of  Sandusky, 
Norman  Kelly,  of  Kelly's  Island,  and 
Frank  Gilchrist,  of  .\lpena.  The  new 
boat  will  measure  320  feet  over  all,  300 
feet  keel,  41  feet  beam,  and  25  feet 
molded  depth-  He  triple  expansion  en- 
gines will  be  20^32-54,  with  a  40-inch 
stroke.  She  will  have  two  Scotch  boilers 
12-4  feet  by  1.3.  She  will  have  a  steel 
spar  deck  and  three  masts.  She  will  be 
an  exact  duplicate  of  the  boat  being 
built  for  Peter  Minch  and  others  by  the 
same  company.  Work  will  be  com- 
menced on  her  at  once  and  she  will  be 
completed  early  next  spring.

Proceedlnirs  of  the  AiiKoeiation  In  Seulon 

In  Boiiton. 

BosTow,  June  25.— Despite  the  attrac- 
tions of  dinner  and  theater  party  last 
night  the  delegates  to  the  convention  of 
the  National  Editorial  association  put  in 
an  appearance  bright  and  early  at  the 
first  business  session  this  morning.

Hon.  George  E.  Washburn,  of  Elyra 
O.,  read  a  paper  on  the  experiences  of  a 
country  editor  and  a  general  discussion 
followed.  Tonight  the  delegates  will  be 
tendered  a  reception. 


Property  Flooded  and  Washed  Away; 
Lives  Logt. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  June  25.— An  elec- 
trical storm  struck  Dubuque  yesterday 
morning.  Two  inches  of  rain  fell  in  two 
houre  and  the  wind  blew  forty  miles  an 
hour.  On  the  hills  the  velocity  was 
much  greater.  The  lightning  and  thun- 
der was  terrible  and  incessant.  Many 
families  sought  refuge  in  cellare,  fearing 
a  cyclone. 

In  Rock  Dale  valley,  south  of  the  city, 
the  flood  carried  away  bridges  and  drove 
people  to  the  hills  for  safety  at  Thomp- 
son s  mill,  drowned  cattle  and  horses 
were  swept  through  the  firet-story  win- 
dow of  Mr.  Titzig's  residence,  and  the 
family  sought  refuge  in  the  hills. 

The  bridge  at  Washington  mills,  on  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  went 
down  with  a  crash.  On  the  Illinois 
Central  two  bridges  were  washed  away 
between  Dubuque  and  Julien.  The 
Chicago,  St.  Paul  and  Kansas  City  road 
was  washed  out  for  thirty  miles  west  and 
north  of  Dubuque,  and  the  road  has  not 
been  in  operation  except  east  of  Du- 
buque. 

In  the  city  the  damage  done  was  great. 
Many  houses  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
city  are  flooded  with  water.  The  dam- 
age done  is  estimated  at  810(3.000. 

RAILROAD    DIFFICULTIES. 
Grand  Chief  Arthur  Will    Attempt  to  Ad- 
just  GrlevanceK. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  25.— There 
IS  a  stir  among  railroad  men  on  account 
of  the  presence  in  the  city  of  P.  M.  Ar- 
thur, grand  chief  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Engineere.  Several  confer- 
ences of  railroad  employes  and  employ- 
era  are  to  be  held  here  between  now  and 
Saturday  night.  The  Big  Four  engi- 
neere are  out  of  humor  because  several 
of  the  oldest  and  t)est  engineers  on  the 
road  have  been  discharged  without  any 
known  cause,  it  is  claimed,  and  the  yard- 
men, switehmen  and  other  employes 
propose  to  demand  an  advance  in  wages. 

A  grievance  committee  will  submit 
formal  complainto  to  Chief  Arthur  and 
representatives  of  the  road.  A  special 
meeting  of  the  Indianapolis  division  of 
the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors  has 
been  called  for  Thursday  afternoon  in 
connection  with  the  other  conference  to 
be  held  and  if  necessary,  support  will  be 
tendered  the  employes  in  other  branches 
of  the  service  who  have  grievances. 

THE  CENTRAL'S  TIE-UP. 

No  Conclusion  Reached;  Where  the  Strike 

Shoe  Pinches  Innocent  Feet. 

Chicago,  June  25.— The  absolute  tie- 
up  of  the  Illinois  Central  continues  to- 
day. A  conference  between  the  officere 
of  the  road  and  a  committee  of  the 
strikers  was  held  this  morning.  It  was 
held  with  closed  doore,  as  were  yester- 
day's conferences,  and  judging  by  cir- 
culars so  far  sent  out,  it  is  not  likely  to 
help  to  a  conclusion  speedily. 

Where  These  Thln^  Hurt. 

Anna,  111.,  June  25.— The  orders  of  the 
management  of  the  Illinois  Central  to 
the  agent  here  not  to  receive  perishable 
freight  for  shipment  until  further  ordere 
caused  a  panic  among  fruit  and  vege- 
table growera.  They  are  in  the  middle 
of  their  raspberry  season,  and  tomatoes 
and  cucumbera  are  begioing  to  come  in. 
Failure  to  get  transportetion  for  these 
crops  means  ruin.  The  line  of  refriger- 
atore  running  daily  was  abandoned  and 
an  attempt  was  made  to  ship  by  express. 
Before  half  of  the  stuff  could  be  loaded 
the  express  agent  was  ordered  not  to  re- 
ceive it  What  was  left  was  taken  to 
Jonesboro,  a  mile  away,  and  shipped  on 
another  road.

If  there  be  cholera  aboard 
a  vessel  the  quarantine  is  extended  to 
fifteen  daya  The  total  number  of  cases 
of  cholera  in  Valencia  to  date  is  196,  of 
which  113  have  proved  fatal.

IN  THE  INTEREST  OF  FISHERS. 

.\U  who  are  interested  in  tishing  rights 
on  streams,  how  to  get  and  how  to  hold 
them,  have  an  interest  in  the  recent 
Ck>anecticut  decision  determining  what 
is  necessary  to  secure  exclusive  privi- 
leges. The  fishing  rights  on  the  Muddy 
river  in  that  state  were  leased  by  a  club 
of  anglers  and  notice  to  this  effect  post- 
ed on  the  adjoining  lands  by  the  lessees. 
Frequent  trespassing  caused  the  club  to 
bring  suit  to  protect  its  right*,  but  ver- 
dict was  given  for  the  defendants  under 
the  ruling  of  the  judge  that  the  posting 
was  not  done  by  the  land  proprietors  in 
their  own  names,  and  that  consequently 
no  trespass  had  been  committed. 

That  exclusive  tishing  privileges  can 
be  conveyed,  if  properly  guarded,  there 
is  no  question,  but  even  the    most  care- 
ful conformity  to  the  law  will   not    shut 
out  trespassers  who  rebel  at  the  tying  up 
of  streams  before  open  to  them.    Wran- 
gling  over   the   streams    is    inevitable 
therefore,  and  particularly    so    because 
the  supply  of  late  years  has  fallen  so  far 
short  of   the    demand.    As    F''oreet  and 
Stream  justly  remarks,  changed    condi- 
tions exist  today.    "Interest   in   angling 
has  been  enormously  stimulated.    There 
are  tens  and  hundreds  who  go  fishing  to- 
day, where  formerly  there  was  one.     No 
adequate  provision  has    been    made  to 
supply  fish  for  the    fishermen.      Waters 
have  been  depleted,  fished   out,   ruined 
by  pollution.     With    an   ever-increasing 
liost  of  anglers  and  a  steadily    diminish- 
ing   supply    of    available    waters,    the 
individual  angler  does  not  enjoy,  cannot 
enjoy,  the  freedom   of  old.    Those  who 
can  afford  to  buy  or  lease  fishing  privi- 
leges, naturally  do  so.    Those  who  can- 
not or  do  not  buy  or  lease  are  shut  out. 
Both  classes  are  impelled  by  motives  of 
personal  interest.    It  is  asking  too  much 
of   human    nature   to   demand   of  the 
lessees    that    they  shall  abandon  their 
itystem    because    it  works  hardship  on 
others.      It   is  equally  unreasonable  to 
expect   that  those  who  are  deprived  of 
their  accustomed  free  fishing  shall  re- 
gard with  equanimity  the  usurpation  of 
these  privileges." 

Ab  the  best  practicable  way  of  quiet- 
ing this  contest,  with  due  consideration 
tbr  both  sides.  Forest  and  Stream  urges 
the  carrying  out  of  a  broad  plan  for  the 
restoration  of  our  inland  fisheries.  To 
this  end  it  would  have  waters  re- 
deemed as  far  as  possible  from 
pollution,  well  stocked  and  fished 
only  m  legitimate  ways  in  fixed  seasons. 
The  Herald  gladly  seconds  such  a  call, 
and  hopes  it  will  be  taken  up  by  the 
press  of  the  country,  in  co-operation 
with  the  associations  for  the  protection 
of  fish  and  game.  If  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  streams  and  lakes  were 
improved  as  they  should  be  at  the  public 
expense  for  the  public  benefit,  there 
would  be  plenty  of  good  fishing  for  all 
outside  of  the  private  club  preserves  and 
very  much  leas  temptation  for  poaching. 
Everyone,  whether  he  has  ever  cast  a 
line  or  not,  is  interested  in  the  provid- 
ing and  keeping  up  of  the  supply  of  fish 
for  food,  and  such  measures  as  are  called 
for  by  Forest  and  Stream  are  now  abso- 
lutely essential  to  such  provision.  If 
this  call  is  not  heeded,  fiabers  will  soon 
be  whipping  the  streams  in  disgust  if  at 
all,  and  brook  fish  may  be  seen  in  mu- 
seums but  not  in  the  markets.

That  is  a  pat  decision  of  the  interstate 
commerce  commission  in  ruling  upon 
freight  rates  for  soap  that  the  manu- 
facturers' own  description  shall  be  ac- 
cepted in  making  the  rate.

Let  each  one  who  owns  a  lot 
see  to  it  that  its  value  is  enhanced  by 
the  small  outlay  of  but  little  time  and 
expense  so  that  the  days  and  nights  as 
they  pass  will  get  in  effective  work  in 
the  growth  of  trees.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  some  of  our  streets  show  rapid 
improvement  in  the  tree  line,  but  in 
other  cases  the  selection  and  setting  out 
of  trees  has  been  left  to  persons  who 
lacked  both  the  theory  and  practical  ex- 
perience in  doing  the  work,  as  a  result 
trees  have  become  simply  dry  sticks  for 
lack  of  water  or  soil  around  roots,  hav- 
ing been  placed  generally  in  a  rough, 
rocky  or  hard  soil  where  no  root  could 
make  headway.  Let  each  one  use  good 
judgment  in  the  selection  of  mountain 
ash,  maple,  oak  and  elm  trees  and  in  a 
few  years  our  city  will  be  second  to  none 
in  the  matter  of  beautiful  shade  trees.

The  Duluth  Public  High  School 

Class  of  I  890  Steps 

Out. 


Its  Active  Life  of  the    Future; 

Last  Night's  Exer- 

cises. 


The  graduating  exercises  of  the  High 
school  were  held  at  the  Temple  laot 
evening,  and  although  the  houae  was 
not  crowded,  the  two  lower  floors  were 
well  filled  and  the  program  was  thor- 
oughly enjoyed.  The  decorations  which 
were  under  the  direction  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  junior  class  were  very  neat. 
The  class  motto,  "No  Steps  Backward" 
in  green  was  suspended  over  the  class, 
and  across  the  front  of  the  stage  was  a 
row  of  potted  plants.  On  the  stage 
were  seated  the  teachers,  members  of 
the  board  and  the  chorus. 

About  S:15  the  members  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  marched    on    the  stage  and 
took  the  chairs  in  front.    An  invocation 
by  Rev.  G.  H.  MacClelland  was  followed 
by  the  union  chorus    "God   of  the  Xa- 
tions,"  by    the    scholars   of   the    High 
school.      The     first      literary    number 
was     the      Latin    salutatory    by     Bert 
N.  Wheeler:  It  is    safe    to  say  that  very 
few  people  in  the  house  knew    what  the 
young  man  was  talking  about,  but  he  was 
familiar  with  the  language  and  greeted 
the  alumni,  the  class,  the  teachers  and 
the  public  present  in  clear  distinct  tone, 
and  well  rounded  periods,  which  brought 
out  generous  applause.   He  was  followed 
by  "The Statue  in    the  Stone,"  the  salu- 
tory  honor,    bv  Miss    Inez   D.  Hibbard. 
Every  life  is  like  a  stone,    rough  at  first, 
but    gradually    assuming     symmetrical 
form  as    the    statue    under  the    skillful 
eyes  of  the   sculptor.      The   essay    was 
well  written,  excellently    delivered  and 
vei^  well  received  by  the  audience. 

The  next  on  the  program 
was  an  oration,  "Our  Flag," 
by  James  C.  Eaton.  He  showed  how 
from  time  immemorial,  companies  of 
men  had  been  accustomed  to  march 
behind  some  sort  of  ensign,  and  showed 
the  changes  that  had  taken  place  since 
early  colonial  days,  and  felt  glad  the 
people  of  America  were  begmning  to 
honor  the  old  flag  by  floating  it  over 
public  buildings  and  schooU.  The 
speaker  gave  evidence  of  careful 
training.  After  a  chorus,  "Life's 
dream  is  o'er,"  by  the  lady 
members  of  the  graduating  class. 
David  R.  Burbank  delivered  an  oration 
"After  the  Republic,  What?"  The 
speaker  m  a  firm,  unfaltering  tone  ad- 
vanced the  theory  that  the  laboring  man 
is  the  backbone  of  the  nation,  and  went 
on  to  show  that  the  problem  of  govern- 
ment is  gradually  becoming  more  diffi- 
cult. It  is  not  the  lack  of  wealth,  but 
the  unfair  division  of  it,  that  causes  all 
of  the  trouble.  The  differences  of  races 
not    in    color,    but  in  lack  of  mental 


written  by  eich  member  of  the  class, 
was  followed  by  a  series  of  chronicles  by 
the  historian,  Miss  Alice  M.  Drew.  She 
gave  the  hist*  >ry  of  the  class  during  its 
four  years  ir  the  high  school.

The  last 
essay  in  the  pr  >gram  was  the  valedictory 
by  Miss  Grace  Maxwell.    She  choose  for 
her  subject,  "1  he  Corn  and  the  Roees," 
and  the  essay   ras  a  literary  masterpiece. 
"A  field  of  eon   is   beautiful  and  may  be 
compared  to  a  child's  life.   On  the  other 
hand  many  rotes  are   left  to  waste  their 
fragrance  on  t  le  desert  air."    The  essay 
was  received  with    prolonged   applauEe.

New  London,  June  25.— Never  before 
has  there  been  as  much  interest  in  the 
college  races  as  there  is  at  present  The 
representatives  of  the  various  colleges 
are  now  here  engaged  in  putting  on  the 
final  touches  for  what  promisee  to  be  an 
intereetmg  series  of  races,  judging  from 
the  Yale-Cornell,  Columbia  race  of  Tues- 
day evening.  It  was  rowed  over  a  two 
mile  course  and  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  exciting  freshmen  races  rowed  on 
the  Thames  for  years.  Cornell  won  after 
a  hard  pull  in  11  minutes  and  IG  seconds, 
with  \  ale  a  good  second  in  11:25,  and 
Columbia  pushing  Yale  sharply  for  sec- 
ond. 

Harvard,  Yale,  Cornell  and  Pennsyl- 
vania have  each  two  crews  and  Colum- 
bia one — her  freshmen  crew.  Harvard 
and  Yale  have  comfortable  quarters  and 
convenient  boat  houses.  Cornell  will 
jointly  use  a  house  put  up  near  the 
bridge  with  a  local  amateur  club.  While 
It  18  generally  understood  that  all  the 
races  will  occur  this  week,  the  dates  of 
three  only  have  been  definitely  decided 
upon.  The  program,  as  near  as  can  be 
ascertained,  is  as  follows: 

Columbia-Harvard  freshmen,  two  mile 
course,  June  26.  Yale-Harvard  Uni- 
versity crews,  four  mile  course,  Friday, 
June  27.  Columbia-Cornell-Pennsyl- 
vania university  crews,  June  28.  If  the 
weather  is  favorable  the  Columbia  Cor- 
nell-Pennsylvania race  wiU  come  off 
Saturday,  the  day  following  the  Yale- 
Harvard  race.  In  this  race  the  Colum- 
bia freshmen  will  row  against  the  senior 
crews  of  the  other  colleges  as  Columbia 
this  year  has  no  'varsity  crew. 

Columbia  rows  a  stroke  which  could 
easily  be  mistaken  for  Yale's,  so  nearly 
does  it  resemble  it  The  Pennsylvania 
crews  only  arrived  here  Saturday.  They 
are  a  likely  set  of  men,  but  suffer  from 
lack  of  experience.  Columbia's  training 
surprises  the  other  colleges.  They  pull 
about  a  dozen  miles  a  day,  which  is  con- 
sidered very  severe.  Last  year  the 
plucky  New  Yorken.  suffered  from  over 
training,  and  some  fear  that  will  be  the 
result  this  year. 

The  Columbia-Harvard  freshmen  race 
tomorrow  is  an    uncertain    one.      Har- 
vard's crew  show  heaviest,  but  the  hard 
work  of  Columbia  may  more    than   bal- 
ance this.    The  juniors  of  Harvard  row 
the  same  stroke  as  their  seniors.    It  is 
thought  that  if  Columbia  loses  the  'race 
she  will    not   enter   the   triple     to*  fol- 
low, in  which  two  university  crews  are 
against  her.    The  old  reliables,  Yale  and 
Harvard,  are  going   through    the  usual 
routine,  familiar  to  every   boating  critic. 
To  Yale  clings  the    prestige  of  five  suc- 
cessive victories.    The  Harvard  crew  is 
remarkably  strong.    It  ought  to  be  Har- 
vard's   turn    to    win    this    year.     Both 
crews  are  a  fine,  rugged  set  of  men,  very 
evenly  matched,  with  weight  slightly  in 
favor  of   Harvard.    Each  crew  watches 
the  other  when  out  at  practice  with  close 
eyes,  and  both  are  about  as  accessible  to 
interviewers  as  clams.     Harvard   is  the 
local  favorite.    There  is  very  httle  fault 
to  be  found  with    the    work  of   either 
crew     and     the      result     of    the    race 
cannot      be      safely     predicted.      The 
time  set  is  between  5  and  7  o'clock,  with 
an  ebbtide  which  is  calculated  to  admit 
fast  time.    Every  seat  on  the   observa- 
tion train  on  this  day  has  been  sold,  and 
can  only  be  obtained  from  speculators. 

The  struggle  between  Columbia,  Cor- 
nell and  Pennsylvania  will  be  well  worth 
witnessing.  They  are  pretty  evenly 
matched,  with  the  chances  in  favor  of 
Cornell

■arlier  Days  Recalled  by  the  Old  Settlers' 

Association  Today. 

The  Old  Settlers  have  been  having 
their  annual  summer  picnic  today,  with 
Minnesota  Point  as  the  place  of  festivity. 
Superior  furnished  the  amusement  and 
old  Superioritee  were  the  hosts  to  a 
crowd  of  Duluth  people.  The  Free 
Trade  left  St  Paul  4  Duluth  slip  this 
morning  at  9  o'clock,  having  on  board  a 
number  of  Duluth  pioneers  with  their 
families,  in  all  about  fifty.  At  9:30  a 
much  larger  crowd  started  from  Su- 
perior, among  the  guests  being  many 
gentlemen  who,  long  ago,  used  to  call  the 
head  of  the  lakes  their  home. 

President  Edward  Ingalls  was  master 
of  ceremonies,  and  addresses  were  made 
and  toasts  responded  to.  Singing,  games, 
boating,  etc.,  made  the  day  pass  pleas- 
antly. It  was  a  basket  picnic,  and  there 
was  a  profusion  of  excellent  edibles 
with  which,  as  the  old  settlers  ate,  they 
could  well  compare  the  days  of  a  diet  of 
fish  and  faith  not  so  long  ago.  In  the 
report  of  the  historical  committee  the 
old  stories  told  and  the  early  memories 
called  up  those  present  enjoyed  them- 
selves greatly.

At  9  there  will  be  a  brilliant  display  of 
fireworks  from  the  bluff  adjacent  to  the 
camp,  and  the  Blue  Earth  City  Flam- 
beau club  will  make  an  attack  on  the 
camp,  to  repel  which  seven  companies 
have  been  picked  out  to  deploy  as  skirm- 
ishera  Capt  Ed.  S.  Bean,  of  the  famous 
Company  D,  first  regiment,  the  best- 
drilled  company  in  the  United  States, 
18  a  guest  of  Company  K  today.

Progress  on  a  Big  Contract;  The  Uuiuu  Re- 
turns; Notes  of  News. 
The  Presbyterian  society    will   hold  a 
strawberry  and  ice  cream  festival  at  Ha- 
zlewood  park  tomorrow  evening. 

The  Baptist  people  will  serve  straw-

Washujoton,  June  26.— The  house  met 
at  11  o'clock  totlay.  Upon  motion  of  Mr. 
Dunnell,  of  Minnesota,  the  house  bill 
with  senate  amendments  authorizing 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the 
Mississippi  river  at  Winona,  was  passed. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Ketcham,  of  New 
York,  seconded  by  Mr.  Flower,  of  New 
York,  who  said  he  could  endorrje  the 
measure  in  every  particular,  the  house 
bill  was  passed  granting  10  days  leave  to 
clerks  in  tirst  and  second  class  poetoffices. 
The  regular  order  being  demanded, 
Mr.  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  began  the 
debate  upon  the  national  election  bill. 
He  said  he  did  not  think  a  more  grave 
and  serious  subject  had  ever  come  before 
the  house.  It  demanded  serious  and  de- 
liberate treatment  He  had  no  person- 
alities or  reflections  to  make,  but  desired 
to  treat  the  question  dispassionately. 
The  bill  proposed  to  extend  existing  laws 
regarding  the  election  of  members;  that 
they  would  be  efiective  throughout  the 
United  States  whenever  the  people 
wanted  them  so  extended. 

He  wanted  to  sketch  the  plan  of  the 
t)ill  in  outline.  No  local  machinery  was 
disturbed,  he  said,  ballots  were  to  be 
cast  as  at  present  and  no  secret  ballot 
system  was  to  be  interfered  with  which 
now  prevails  Everjthing  that  con- 
cerned the  government  should  be  open. 
The  business  of  the  people  must  not  be 
transacted  in  dim  concerns  but 
openly  and  therefore  the  people's  eyes  the 
assurance  of  honest  elections  lay  in  mak- 
ing public  every  step  and  act  by  which 
the  representatives  of  the  people  were 
chosen  to  their  high  offices.  To  secure 
publicity  at  every  stage  of  the  election 
therefore  was  the  leading  principles  of 
the  bill.  Under  its  terms  concealment 
became  impossible  without  a  resort 
to  violence,  and  violence  itself 
was  publicity.  As  to  the  power  of 
congress  to  enact  such  legislation,  the 
constitution  and  the  decisions  of  the  su- 
preme court  were  absolutely  conclusive. 
The  power  was  found  in  section  4, 
article  1,  of  the  constitution,  relating  to 
the  time,  place  and  manner  of  electing 
representatives.  It  was  not  enough  thac 
elections  were  fair.  They  must  be  known 
to  be  fair. 

The  secretary  of  the  interior  has  re- 
ceived a  telegram  stating  that  the  Pot- 
tawatomie Indians,  in  the  Indian  terri- 
tory today  in  council,  signed  the  agree- 
ment with  the  Cherokee  commission 
ceding  to  the  government  the  surplus 
lands  of  their  reservation.

WHAT  BLAINE  DID  SAY. 

Ad  Authorized  Kxplanattion  of  the  Kecent 
Tariir  Incident. 

Washington,  June  iJ6.— An  authorized 
explanation  of  the  much  talked  of  in- 
cident in  the  senate  appropriation  com- 
mittee room  a  few  days  ago,  and  of  Mr. 
Blaine's  views  on  the  sugar  and  other 
schedules  is  as  follows: 

Mr.  Blaine  bad  repeated  conferences 
with  republican  members,  and,  in  the 
most  earnest  manner,  protested  against 
placing  sugar  on  the  free  list  without 
corresponding  concessions  from  sugar- 
growing  countries;  and  against  the  pro- 
posed duty  on  hides.  He  explained  the 
situation  in  the  Pan-American  confer- 
ence and  the  efforts  he  was  making  to 
secure  reciprocity  with  Central  and 
South  America,  so  as  to  extend  the 
home  market.  The  time  had  arrived,  he 
said,  when  the  United  States 
must  produce  less  or  sell 
more,         and  that         the         only 

market  for  the  surplus  was  in  America 
8<3uth  of  the  Rio  Grande.  The  duties 
charged  thereon  this  country's  peculiar 
products  were  practically  prohibitory, 
and  to  extend  sales  it  was  necessary  to 
secure  their  reduction.  That  could  be 
done  by  offering  in  exchange  the  duties 
charged  on  sugar  and  on  carpet  wools, 
and  be  showed  that  such  an  exchange 
would  furnish  a  market  for  from  $50,- 
000,000  to  1100,000,000  in  breadstuffs  and 
provisions  and  other  articles  of  American 
manufacture. 

He  did  not  oppoeethe  removal  of  duty 
on  sugar,  he  favored  it,  but  did  not  want 
to  throw  away  the  greatest  opportunity 
for  the  extension  of  trade,  an  oppor- 
tunity that  would  never  come  again  if 
sugar  was  placed  on  the  free  list  with- 
out concessions  from  the  sugar-growing 
nations.  He  recalled  the  result  of  the 
placing  of  coffee  on  the  free  list  some 
years  ago.  The  empire  of  Brazil  placed 
an  export  duty  on  coffee,  and  the  price 
remained  the  same.  Brazil  would  have 
removed  her  duty  from  this  country's 
ilour  and  other  breadstuffs  at  that  time 
had  we  asked  it,  but  the  elections  were 
approaching  and  congress  could  not  wait 
to  trado. 

If  we  want  to  benefit  the  farmer  we 
can  do  it  best  by  providing  a  profitable 
market  for  his  surplus.  This  was  much 
more  important  than  to  cheapen  the 
price  of  his  sugar  one  cent  a  pound.  He 
could  afford  to  sacrifice  a  cent  a  pound 
if  wheat,  corn  and  other  pnnlucts  could 
be  advanced  even  one  cent  a  bushel. 
But  by  the  negotiation  of  reciprocity 
treaties  both  objects  could  be  accom- 
plished. The  duty  on  sugar  could  be  re- 
moved, and  an  enormous  foreign  de- 
mand for  farm  products  secured.  But 
the  committee  has  decided  to  put  sugar 
on  the  free  list,  and  would  not  recon- 
sider that  determination.  Mr.  Blaine 
submitted  an  amendment  to  the  tariff 
bill,  authorizing  the  President  to  de- 
clare the  United  States  free  to  the  sugar 
of  any  nation  that  removed  duties  on 
our  food  products,  but  McKinley  was 
the  only  republican  who  would  agree. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  facts  about 
the  incident  should  not  be  related.  Mr. 
Blaine  was  explaining  to  the  sub-oom- 
mittee  the  necessity  of  making  appro- 
priations to  carry  into  effect  recommen- 
dations of  the  international  conference. 
Mr.  Hale  inquired  what  results  were  to 
be  expected,  whereupon  Mr.  Blaine  de- 
clared that  if  sugar  was  placed  upon  the 
free  list,  the  greatest  results  of  the  con- 
ference would  be  sacrificed.  He  de- 
clared that  the  leaders  in  congress  would 
realize  this,  and  said  if  he  was  in  the 
senate  he  would  fight  the  sugar  schedule. 
Forty  millions  of  people  had  expressed 
their  willingness  to  admit  our  fo«xl  pro- 
duois  free  if  we  would  take  duty  off 
sugar,  and  in  the  face  of   that   propoei- 


A    FRENCH    INQUIRY. 

The  MlnUter  to  Post   Hla  Oovemment  on 
American  Ljtbor. 

Washinoton,  June  26. — The  French 
minister,  M.  Theodore  Toustan,  has  just 
received  from  his  government  ao  im- 
portant circular  on  the  subject  of  labor 
organization.  The  document  points 
out  that  various  changes  have  taken 
place  of  late  in  t)ie  conditions  of  manual 
labor,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  govern- 
ment the  moment  has  arrived  for  study- 
ing measures  of  reform,  and  that  it  is  the 
"uelief  of  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs, 
M.  Ribot,  that  the  chambers  would  be 
better  able  to  treat  this  question  if  it 
were  in  possession  of  the  fullest  possible 
information  regarding  the  condition  of 
the  working  classes  in  other  industrial 
countries. 

M.  Rousten  is  therefore  instructed  to 
fully  and  carefully  examine  into  and  •'e- 
port  upon  the  relative  numbers  of  work- 
men and  employers,  the  number  of  work- 
shops and  factories,  the  condition  of  the 
workingmen  of  the  United  States  from  a 
social,  political  and  economical  point  of 
view,  tne  standard  of  wages  in  relation 
to  the  prices  of  workmanship,  the 
amount  of  production  and  the  prioee  of 
provisions,  the  extent  of  intervention  by 
public  authorities  in  labor  contracts,  the 
measures  adopted  and  enforced  with 
respect  to  dangerous  and  unhealthy  es- 
tablishments, the  question  of  Sunday 
labor,  the  fixing  and  payment  of  wages, 
the  responsibility  of  employers  in  case 
of  accident,  the  extent  and  results  of 
competition  of  foreign  workmen,  the  ex- 
tent of  disputes  between  employers  and 
employes  together  with  their  ordinary 
causes,  and  the  means  employed  for 
preventing  and  putting  an  end  to  them, 
the  extent  of  school  aid  and  of  superan- 
nuation funds  together  with  general  de- 
tails regarding  workingmen's  dwellings, 
co-operative  institutions,  popular  banks 
and  loan  associationa 

The  officials  of  the  French  embassy 
claim  that  it  will  take  from  six  to  nine 
months  to  obtain  the  information  de- 
sired by  their  government.  The  returns 
of  the  present  census  may  assist  them  in 
part,  but  a  goodly  proportion  of  the  in- 
formation desired  must  be  secured  from 
outside  sources. 

The  French  oonsuls  throughout  the 
country  will  receive  in  a  few  days  a  cir- 
cular from  M.  Roustan  requesting  them 
to  obtain  and  forward  to  him  with  all 
possible  dispatch  copiee  of  whatever 
state  reports  may  have  been  issued  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  bearing  upon 
subjects  in  interest.  The  National  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  the  Knights  of  Labor 
and  other  trade  organizations  will  also 
be  appealed  to  for  information.

London,  June  26.— Following  imme- 
diately the  discovery  of  the  structural 
weakness  in  the  third  class  cruiser  Bar- 
ham,  of  which  vessel  the  British  ad- 
miralty have  allowed  the  report  to  be 
made  that  she  nearly  shook  herself  to 
pieces  in  a  recent  trial  trip  because  she 
is  so  flimsily  built,  come  bad  reports 
about  others  of  the  new  British  cruisers. 
The  Trafalgar  and  Nile,  two  of  the  sec- 
ond-class cruisers,  are  so  weak  in  their 
double  bottom  frames  that  the  author- 
ities are  afraid  of  docking.  The  sta- 
bility of  the  Vulcan,  one  of  the  biggest 
of  ironclads,  is  al30  very  doubtful,  and 
what  ship  constructors  call  "buckling" 
has  occurred  in  two  of  th'  big  ironclads. 

The  Marquis  of  Hartington  has  writ- 
ten a  letter  to  the  liberal  unionists  of 
Barrow  in  Fumis,  stating  that  he  does 
not  recommend  them  to  take  the  initia- 
tive in  opposing  the  re-election  of  Mr. 
Caine,  the  unionist  member,  who  re- 
signed his  seat  recently  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  the  feeling  of  his  electorate  in 
regard  to  the  licensing  clause  of  the 
local  taxation  bill.  The  unionists  there- 
fore, at  a  meeting,  decided  to  offer  no  op^ 
position  to  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Caine. 
The  German  reichstag  today  rejected 
all  amendments  to  the  army  bill  and  ap- 
proved, by  a  vote  of  211  to  128,  the  first 
paragraph  o'  the  bill,  which  fixes  the 
peace  effective  force  at  486,983  men 
until  April,  1894.  The  minority  included 
the  members  of  the  Freisinnige  and 
Volks  parties,  the  socialists  and  eighteen 
members  of  the  center  party. 

THE    KENDALS    LIONIZED. 

They  Propose  to    "Do"   the   State*   Again, 

Next  Season. 

London,  June  26.— Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ken- 
dal are  the  lions  of  the  hour  today.  Be- 
fore their  recent  visit  to  the  United 
States  they  were  locally  considered  as 
but  second  rate  artists,  a  good  many 
degrees  below  Henry  Irving,  Miss  Ellen 
Terry,  Charles  Windham,  Miss  Mary 
Moore,  or  even  Wilson  Barrett  and  Miss 
Eastlake.  But  the  extraordinary  mani- 
festation of  shrewdness,  not  to  say  gall, 
which  enable  them  by  mediocre  acting 
to  wring  a  cool  $100,000  over  and  above 
all  expenses  from  the  pockets  of  the 
gullible  American  public  has  given  them 
a  temporary  lodgment  in  the  hearts  of 
that  portion  of  the  aristocracy  that 
delights  in  fawning  whenever  allowed  to 
do  so  upon  "play  people,"  and  as  the  re- 
sult the  two  individuals  in  question  upon 
their  return  to  London  find  themselves 
the  objects  of  adoration  wbMR  they 
otherwise  could  not  have  secured  had 
they  confined  themselves  to  London  and 
provincial  theatres  for  an  eternity. 

The  Whitehall  rooms  of  the  Metro- 
politan hotel  where  the  welcome  and  re- 
ception took  place,  were  crowded  this 
afternoon.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kendal  said 
some  very  pretty  things  about  the 
United  States,  but  could  not  be  prevailed 
on  to  state  how  they  managed  to  obtain 
entrance  into  many  of  the  leading 
theaters  of  the  new  country  on  a  basis  of 
90  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  when 
native  talent  like  Booth,  Modjeska  and 
Anderson  have  be*n  very  well  content 
with  60  and  70  per  cent. 

The  Kendals  are  so  very  well  satisfied 
with  the  result*  of  their  recent  tour 
that  they  have  altered  their  plans  for 
the  next  season  and  propose  to  "do"  the 
states  a  second  time  next  winter. 


Champion 
RiKbts. 

Notre  Dame,  Ind.,  June  26— The 
radical  declarations  of  Bishop  Spalding 
of  Peoria,  speaking  to  the  faculty  and 
students  of  Notre  Dame  university  on 
the  position  of  women,  has  created  a  sen- 
sation here  among  Catholics. 

Last  evening,  at  the  commencement 
of  St.  Marys  academy,  he  went  even  fur- 
ther. After  having  complimented  the 
work  of  the  sisters  of  the  congregation 
of  the  Holy  Cross,  he  said  that  the  posi- 
tion of  women  had  been  the  position 
that  the  Southern  planters  gave  their 
slaves.  It  was  no  better  today  than  it 
was  years  ago,  that  they  were  treated 
kindly,  as  the  slaves  of  the  men  he  knew 
had  been  treated,  but  kept  in  ignorance. 

In  this  country,  however,  women  had 
emancipated  themselves.  American 
women  are  more  intelligent  than  Ameri- 
can men.  He  demanded  the  highest 
education  and  declared  she  must  hence- 
forth work  side  by  side  with  man  for  the 
prizes,  and  must  work  and  win. 

The  bishop's  words  seemed  very  like  a 
statement  of  advanced  belief  in  woman's 
rights.  They  were  applauded  again  and 
again.

Crooked  Work  in  the  Castoms  Department

Seattle,  Wash.,  June  26.— In  the 
United  States  district  court  yesterday, 
in  the  case  of  Wm.

Kept    Secret 


Defenses    to     be 
Henceforth. 

London,  June  26.— The  special  regula- 
tions recently  issued  by  the  war  ofiSce 
regarding  the  admission  of  soldiers  and 
civilians,  and  especially  visitors  from 
foreign  countries,  to  the  various  national 
defenses  in  all  parts  of  the  country  went 
into  effect  today.  The  guiding  rules 
laid  down  are  that  every  practicable  fa- 
cility shall  be  afforded  to  officers  of  the 
local  defense  committee,  and  all  those 
who  visit  military  works  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  are  required  to  treat 
the  information  they  may  obtain  as  con- 
fidential, and  those  who  have  no  business 
in  the  works  are  to  be  denied  access. 

Special  forms  for  passes,  and  which 
cannot  be  counterfeited,  have  been  issued 
and  general  and  other  officers  command- 
ing are  held  responsible  that  no  unau- 
thorized person  gains  admission  to  any 
works  in  their  commands.  No  person 
will  be  admitted  to  submarine  mining 
buildings,  torpedo  buildings,  maga- 
zines or  storehouses  unless  their  special 
duties  require  their  entrance. 

No  information  is  to  be  given  under 
any  circumstances  regarding  the  con- 
struction of  any  works  or  any  machinery 
connected  with  them,  and  under  no  cir- 
cumstances, except  a  special  permit  from 
the  war  office  is  issued,  are  visitors  to  be 
allowed  to  make  any  written  note,  draw- 
ing, photograph  or  measurement  of  any 
work,  nor  of  any  gun,  machinery  or  ap- 
paratus.

Mormonisnt    Hardly     Scotched    Tet;    the 
Sunday  School  Convention. 

PiTTSBCKOH,  June  26. — The  delegates 
to  the  international  Sunday  school  con- 
vention were  slow  in  assembling  this 
morning,  and  when  President  Harris 
called  the  convention  to  order  at  10 
o'clock  not  more  than  one-third  of  them 
were  in  their  seats.  Rev.  Dr.  Shaffer  of 
New  York  opened  thd  session  with 
prayer  and  singing.  At  the  con> 
elusion  of  the  devotional  exercises 
state  reports  were  received  from 
Michigan,  Kentucky,  Indiana  and  Utah. 
The  Utah  delegates  stated  that  Mor- 
monism  was  a  pretty  lively  corpse  yet. 

No  Settlement. 

Chicago,  June  26. — Up  to  noon  there 
has  been  no  settlement  nor  change  in  the 
Illinois  Central  strike.  The  status  of  the 
case  is  dependent  entirely  upon  the  final 
answer  of  the  road.  At  the  close  of  last 
night's  conference  the  settlement  or  con- 
tinuance of  the  war  was  placed  practi- 
cally in  the  hands  of  General  Manager 
Beck  and  General  Superintendent  Sulli- 
van. The  men  had  given  their  ultimatum 
— Superintendent  Russell's  discharge. 
The  College  Races. 

New  London,  Conn.,  June  26. — Lovers 
of  aquatic  sports  from  far  and  near  are 
here  today  to  witness  the  race  between 
the  Harvard  and  Columbia  college 
freshmen  crews  which  takes  place  this 
morning.  Both  crews  are  in  first  class 
condition  and  an  exciting  spin  is  ex- 
pected. 


A  Dronken  Husband  in  Kansas  City  Buns 
Amuck. 

Kansas  City,  June  26. — In  a  drunken 
fury,  and  urged  on  by  imaginary  wrongs, 
L.  B.  Meyers,  last  evening  went  to  the 
house  of  his  wife  and  uncle,  Benjamin 
Van  Horn,  a  well  known  ^ansas  City 
man,  at  723  Lyon  avenue,  and  attempted 
to  kill  her  with  a  revolver.  Mr.  Van 
Horn,  in  shielding  his  niece  from  the 
bullet  fired  by  Meyers,  received  a  prob- 
ably fatal  wound  in  the  abdomen.  A 
second  shot  struck  Miss  Carrie  Van  Horn 
and  entered  her  back.    She  will  die. 

Meyers  then  escaped  through  the  back 
yard  and  was  not  captured  until  he  had 
turned  and  fired  at  his  pursuers.  The 
bullet  hit  Nelson  Gleason  in  the  leg.  As 
soon  as  he  was  arrested  and  taken  to  the 
station  he  fell  to  the  floor  in  drunken 
stupor.  Domestic  difficuliies  caused  the 
tragedy. 

The  Central  Strike. 

Centraua,  hi.,  June  26.— The  Illinois 
Central  strike  is  now  in  full  blast.  All 
the  crews  on  the  main  line  between  Cen- 
tralia  and  Dubuque  went  out  yesterday. 
Those  on  the  Cairo  division  are  now  out 
and  not  a  wheel  turns  except  to  carry 
the  mail.  Trainmaster  Higgins  at- 
tempted to  take  out  a  train,  but  the  cars 
were  uncoupled  and  the  engine  taken  to 
the  roundhouse  by  the  strikers.  At 
Chicago,  nothing  has  been  developed  in 
t^e  situation.  It  is  expected  that  opera- 
uons  will  be  resumed  if  concessions  are 
acceptable  to  the  men;  that  the  strike 
will  develop  into  a  general  tie  up  of  all 
the  roads  there  if  it  is  not  accepted.

H.  Hilledow  of  Kandiohi  county;  treas- 
urer, N.  R.  Frost  of  Ramsey;  auditor, 
Ole  Kron  of  Douglas;  attorney-general, 
Robert  Taylor  of  Dodge  county;  clerk 
supreme  court,  W.  E.  Dean.

El  Paso,  Texas,  June  26.— C.  L.  Wa- 
ters was  sentenced  by  the  courts  of 
Paso  Del  Norte  Mexico,  yesterday,  to  be 
shot,  and  J.  R.  O'Loughtin  sentenced  to 
to  ten  year's  imprisonment  for  killing  a 
woman  in  Paso  Del  Norte,  in  May  1889. 
The  condemed  men  are  both  citizens  of 
the  United  States  and  have  appealed 
for  protection.

I.  BLAINE'S  STAND. 

The  Herald  doee  not  pretend   to  ques- 
tion the  indei>endent  right  of  any  repub- 
lican paper  to  hop  about  on  the  republi- 
cim    p&ity  platform  or    to  hop    off  any 
plank  which  it  cannot  comfortably  stand 
on.    But  it  does  question    the    h|;ht  of 
any  paper,  republican    or  democratic,  to 
distort  the  views  of  anybody  for  the  sake 
of  a  fancied    advantage  to    itself   or  its 
ovn  uneasy    poeition.    We  do  not   sup- 
pose that  The  Tribune  has  wilfully  done 
this  in  its    oomoients    on  what    it    calls 
"Blaine's  Conversion,"  but  the  idea  which 
it  conveys    that    Mr.  Blaine    is  any  less 
consistent  an  advocate  of  the  American 
g>'st«m  of  protection   today  than  he  has 
been   for  the  long   years  of   his   pubbc 
service  is  wholly  without  foundation  and 
nobody  would  contradict  it   more  flatly 
than  Mr.  Blaine  himself,  if  he  thought 
tit  to  notice  the  preposterous  assumption. 
William  F  Curiia,  the  executive  ofli- 
om  of  the  Iniiernational  American  con- 
gima,  and  present  personally  at  the  re- 
peated conferences  of  Mr.  Blaine   with 
the  house  ways  and  means  committee 
and  the  leading  republicans  interested  in 
framing   the    tariff    bill    now    pending, 
makes  a  plain  statement  of  Mr.  Blaine's 
arjifument  for  the  extension  of  our  trade 
relations     with    the    South    American 
states,  which  is  given  in   the  Herald's 
oolumns  today.     It    appears    from   this 
that  Mr.  Blaine,  in  direct  accord  with 
Mr.  McKinley,  the  leading  advocate  of 
high    protection    in    the    house,    made 
she     whole     stress     of    his    argument 
l[>ear  upon  the  advisability   of   securing 
reciprocal  concessions  from  the   South 
American  states  in  consideration  for  the 
proposed   repeal    of    the    duty    on  raw 
sugar.    He  pointed  out  that    such    con- 
(sessions  of    undoubted    benefit    to   our 
breadstuff  and  provision  producers  could 
he  obtained  by  using  the  repeal    of  this 
duty  as  a  lever  and  strongly    advocated 
the  reetriction  of  the  repeal  for  the    ad- 
vantage   of    those    states    only     which 
Hgieed   to   corresponding     oonceeeions. 
This  was  a  plain    business    proposition, 
backed  by  common  sense  considerations, 
and    we    think    it    unfortunate  for  this 
country  that  it  did  not  prevail    with  the 
oommittee. 

To  account  this  or  any  other  well 
judged  move  of  the  same  kind  for  the 
e.it«n8ioa  and  benefit  of  our  trade  rela- 
tions with  neighboring  American  states 
a  departure  from  the  principles  upon 
which  the  .American  protective  system 
is  founded  is  simply  rubbish.  The  car- 
dinal principle  of  the  protective  theory 
is  t«>  cover  and  foster  those  products 
which  can  be  advantageously  produced 
in  the  country  laying  the  protective 
duties.  It  is  patent  after  long  years  of 
trial  that  sugar  is  not  one  of  theee  for 
this  country,  tor  the  product  here  is  to- 
day le0B  than  it  was  thirty  years  ago, 
under  the  highest  protection  accorded 
to  any  product  of  the  country.  The 
duty  on  sugar  therefore  would  be  re- 
pealed in  accordance  with  the  strict 
principle  of  protection,  and  it  only  re- 
mains for  any  consistent  protectionist  to 
secure  the  utmost  possible  advantage  at- 
titinable  through  the  method  of  such 
repeal.  This  is  precisely  what  Mr. 
Blaine  has  been  aiming  at,  and  we  wish 
that  all  his  fellow  republicans  had  ap- 
preciated the  possible  advantage  to  be 
gained  as  clearly  as  he  has. 

We  believe  that  experience  has  shown 
also  that  the  coarse  carpet  wools  are 
another  product  which  cannot  be  ad- 
vantageously produced  here,  and  if  Mr. 
EHaine  should  advocate  the  getting  all 
that  could  be  got  in  return  for  opening 
our  market  to  South  American  sugar 
and  coarse  wool,  he  would  be  doing  a 
good  thing  for  the  country  and  doing  it 
as  a  consistent  protectionist.  Prating 
about  any  such  course  as  a  show  of 
•conversion"  from  the  "high  tariff  fetich" 
is  simply  nonsense.

By  its  vote  yesterday  sitiing  down 
upon  the  unrestricted  coinage,  full  legal 
tender  provisions  of  the  senate  silver 
bill,  the  house  shows  the  sense  that  was 
lacking  in  the  senate.

Affiants  testify  before 
"the  grand  jury  that  fourteen  aldermen 
of  the  council  were  paid  by  promoters 
of  the  Lake  Street  L  road  sums  ranging 
from  12500  to  $5000  in  consideration  for 
their  votes  to  pass  the  Lake  Street  Ele- 
vated railway  ordinance,  and  corrobora- 
tive testimony  to  the  extent  of  several 
oc'lnmns  is  published  by  The  Chicago 
New»,  which    has    been    the  leader  in 
securing   evidence    and    advancing  the 
prosecution.

Steps  Taken  to   Form  a  Com- 
pany to  Build  a  Number 
of  Them. 


People  Who  Are  Satisfied  With 
More  Reasonable  Re- 
turns. 


That  Duluth  needs  houses  goes  with- 
out saying.  Everybody  knows  that. 
The  9lX)  or  ICOO  dwellings  we  shall  build 
this  year  will  in  no  wise  fill  the  demand. 
And  there  is  another  demand,  that  of 
good  houses  at  small  rentals,  that  has 
never  be«n  looked  after  with  the  inter- 
est it  deserves. 

A  company  is  now  being  formed, 
partly  by  Duluth  property  owners, 
partly  by  large  Eastern  capitalists,  to 
supply,  as  far  as  possible,  this  demand. 
The  details  of  organization  have  not  yet 
been  entirely  perfected,  but  are  so  far 
along  that  apparently  the  project  will  be 
made  successful  and  the  houses  will  be 
built.  The  Eastern  parties  who  are  in- 
terested are  men  who  are  accustomed  to 
getting  about  5  per  cent  net  for  their 
money  and  they  will  not  expect  to  get 
much  more  than  that  rate  on 
safe  building  investments  in  Duluth. 
So  the  rentals  will  be  much  less  than 
now  obtain  in  the  Northwestern  cities. 
In  fact  it  has  been  the  talk  of  those 
forming  the  company  that  brick  dwel- 
lings that  now  rent  for  860  and  865  per 
month  shall  be  rented  by  the  company 
at  ^35,  and  others  in  proportion. 

The  design  is  to  build  rows  of  brick 
dwellings,  similar  to  many  in  the  city, 
such  as  the  Norris  row  on  Third  street, 
next  engine  house  No.  1,  the  Gray  ter- 
race on  West  Fou'th  street,  the  Ogilvie 
row  on  Sixth  avenue  west,  the  Paatoret 
terrace,  the  row  of  fifteen  dwellings  that 
Smith  brothers  are  building  on  East 
First  street — and  many  others.  The  de- 
sign is,  therefore,  for  good  houses  well 
fitted  and  with  all  modern  conveniencea 
That  the  project  is  a  feasible  one  and  a 
profitable  and  safe  one,  none  can  doubt 
for  a  moment.

struck  and  killed  by  the  engine  of  the 
short  line  train.  The  other  boys  jumped 
without  being  harmed.  It  is  believed 
that  Robert  thought  himself  safe  where 
he  was,  therefore  did  not  jump.  He  has 
been  living  with  his  uncle  at  the  park. 
The  sympathy  of  the  whole  community 
goes  out  to  the  afflicted  mother,  who 
came  down  from  Grand  Forks,  N.  D., 
last  Saturday  to  see  her  boy.

He  has  se- 
cured office  room  in  Bropby  &  Rock- 
well's new  building  on  C!entral  avenue, 
and  will  commence  the  practice  of  law 
at  once.  He  leaves  a  fine  practice  in  the 
Red  River  valley  for  what  he  thmks  to 
be  a  better  business  location.  He  has 
been  judge  of  probate  in  Norman  county 
for  a  number  of  years. 

Another  ex-judge  of  probate.  Attorney 
D.  M.  De  Vorc,  who  has  just  arrived 
from  Jackson,  Minn.,  has  also  come  to 
stay.

There  were 
some  parties  here  this  morning  trying  to 
bail  him  out. 

Rev.  E.  J.  Brownson  and  wife  are  en- 
joying a  few  days'  visit  fn^m  their  friends 
Mrs.  A.  J.  Harris  and  children  of  Brain- 
erd. 

Hon.  J.  W.  Mason  took  the  train  this 
morning  for  his  home  in  Fergus  Falls. 
He  showH  further  evidence  of  his  faith 
in  West  Duluth  by  exhibiting  a  bran 
new  deed  of  another  Central  avenue   lot. 

J.  W,  Holmes  of  the  new  woolen  mill 
took  the  train  this  morning  for  a  few 
days  trip  to  Fergus  Falls.  He  says 
there  is  to  be  no  let  up  on  the  mills  but 
that  they  will  be  pushed  to  completion 
as  fast  as  money  and  men  can  do  it. 

The  West  Duluth  branch  office  of  The 
Duluth  Evening  Herald  is  located  in  the 
PhiUipe  Hotel  block,  next  door  north  of 
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Chicaoo,  June  2G. — ITie  national  move- 
ment in  connection  with  the  world's 
Columbian  exposition  was  inaugurated 
today.  From  an  early  hour  the  rotundas 
and  corridors  of  the  principal  hotels  pre- 
sented an  appearance  familiar  to  those 
who  have  participated  in  the  national 
conventions  of  the  great  political  parties. 
On  every  hand  there  were  to  be  en- 
countered men  of  national  prominence, 
m  business  life,  in  the  political  world 
and  in  the  arenas  of  statesmanship  and 
diplomacy.  Many  of  them  had  trotl  the 
same  ground  within  the  last  two  years 
when  the  accredited  delegates  of  the  re- 
publican and  democratic  parties  had 
gathered  in  this  city  to  place  their  stan- 
dard-bearers in  the  field. 

The  Grand  Pacific  hotel  was  the  prin- 
cipal center  of  the  delegates 
this  morning,  and  by  10  o'clock  its 
spacious  rotunda  was  almost  impassable. 
Well-known  faces  were  encountered  on 
every  hand — from  New  York  Chauncey 
Depew,  ex-Mayor  John  Boyd  Thatcher 
of  Albany,  James  A.  Roosevelt  and  Jas. 
H.  Broslin. 

From  Massachusetts  came  Augustus 
E.  Bullock;  from  Michigan,  Hon.  Thos. 
W.  Palmer,  ex-minister  to  Spain;  from 
Pennsylvania,  P.  A.  B.  Widner  and 
John  W.  Chalfant;  from  California,  M. 
H.  De  Young,  the  well-known  editor; 
from  New  Jersey,  Senator  Wm.  J.Sewell, 
Hon.  Thomas  M.  Waller,  ex-consul- 
general  at  London;  from  Florida,  Joseph 
Hirst  who  was  prominently  identified 
with  the  centennial  exposition  of  '7tiand 
had  entire  charge  of  the  recent  Piedmont 
exposition  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Each  one  of  the  states  and  territories 
were  represented  by  two  delegates  and 
the  ten  delegates  at  large  appointed  by 
President  Harrison  had  all  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance by  noon.  At  that  hour  the 
national  commission  was  formally  opened 
in  the  large  club  room  of  the  Grand  Pa- 
cific, and  the  existence  of  the  body  be- 
came a  matter  of  record. 

The  commission  as  a  whole  will  first 
be  called  upon  to  decide  the  question  of 
site  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  fund.  Al- 
though the  local  board  of  directors 
have  already  practically  decided  upon 
the  lake  front  and  have  opened  nego- 
tiations with  the  Illinois  Central  rail- 
way looking  to  joint  action,  it  is  not  all 
certain  that  the  national  commission 
will  endorse  that  action.  In  fact  many 
of  them  who  have  had  considerable  ex- 
perience in  the  matter  of  expositions 
have  freely  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  site  in  question  will  not  by  -any 
means  be  large  enough  and  that  more- 
over it  has  many  disadvantages  which 
cannot  be  easily  overcome.  Many  of 
them  are  of  the  opinion  that  at  least 
1000  acres  will  be  required  in  order  to 
accede  to  the  demands  of  the  numerous 
states  that  have  already  applied  for  ten 
acres  of  space.  If  they  hold  to  this  view 
the  fair  will  have  to  go  as  a  matter  of 
necessity  to  Jackson  Park  for  the  same 
commissioners  are  unalterably  opposed 
to  dividing  the  enterprise. 

The  extent  to  which  the  holding  of 
the  fair  on  the  lake  front  will  con  jest 
the  business  center  of  the  city,  and  what 
is  still  more  important,  the  safety  and 
healthiness  of  the  site,  will  also  come  in 
for  very  serious  consideration.  As  to 
the  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
fund  there  will  be  no  difference  of 
opinion. 

If  in  the  judgment  of  the  national 
commission  the  amount  subscribed,  or 
to  be  subscribed,  is  not  regarded  as  am- 
ple for  all  purposes  the  board  of  direct- 
ors will  guarantee  to  secure  without  de- 
lay as  many  millions  more  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable. 

The  probable  ofiicers  of  the  national 
commission  came  in  for  a  good  deal  of 
canvassing  this  morning.  Ex. -Senator 
Palmer,  of  Michigan,  seems  to  be  every- 
body's candidate  for  president  The 
New  York  delegates  have  publicly  an- 
nounced their  intention  of  placing  Mr. 
Depew  in  nomination,  but  in  view  of  the 
vast  interests  which  require  the  most 
undivided  attention  of  the  great  New 
Yorker,  it  is  not  thought  probable  for  a 
moment  that  he  will  consent  to  occupy 
the  position. 

For  secretary  energetic  efforts  have 
been  put  forth  on  behalf  of  the  Hon. 
Benjamin  Butterworth  and  John  T. 
Dickinson,  of  Texas,  and  it  is  thought 
that  the  latter  is  in  the  lead.  He  did 
good  work  for  Chicago  in  the  prelimi- 
nary contest  and  is  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners for  his  own  state. 

It  has  been  claimed  by  some  that  if 
the  president  of  the  commission  is  a  re- 
publican, the  secretary  should  be  a  dem- 
ocrat, but  the  directors  say  that  they 
want  the  man  best  fitted  for  the  posi- 
tion and  they  do  not  care  what  his  poli- 
tics may  be.  If  this  is  lived  up  to  the 
election  of  the  president  will  have  no  ef- 
fect on  the  election  of  the  secretary. 

The  meeting  today  is  simply  to  comply 
with  the  statute,  and  it  does  not  follow 
that  permanent   organization    must    be 


effected  at  once.  Under  the  law  the 
commissioners  can  if  they  so  determine 
remain  in  continuous  session  until  after 
the  purpose  of  the  fair  shall  have  been 
accomplished.  From  noon  today,  more- 
over, the  state  department  has  no  con- 
trol over  the  delegates.  It  has  given  ef- 
fect to  the  law  by  the  issuance  of  a 
proper  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
mission and  there  its  duty  in  the  matter 
ends. 

All  the  arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted for  a  banquet  to  the  commission- 
ers at  the  Palmer  tonight  The  affair 
will  be  an  elaborate  one  and  very  select, 
the  number  of  the  guests  being  limited 
outside  of  those  who  have  been  permit- 
ted to  pay  $15  per  plate  for  their  partici- 
pation. The  only  guests,  besides  the 
commissioners,  will  be  Chief  Justice 
Fuller,  Justice  Harlan,  Gov.  Fifer,  and 
Mayor  Cregier. 

The  toasts  will  be  as  follows:  "The 
Relation  of  the  World's  Columbian  Expo- 
sition to  Commerce,"  "Its  Relation  to 
National  Unity,"  "Its  Relation  to  Inter- 
State  Unity,"  "Its  Relation  to  Arts  and 
Sciences,"  "Its  Relation  to  National  Re- 
sources," "Its  Relation  to  Labor,"  "Its 
Relation  to  our  National  Growth,"  "Its 
Relation  to  the  Press,"  "Its  Relation  to 
Literature  and  Education." 

The  speakers  will  include  Ex-Minister 
Palmer,  Henry  Exall,  of  Texas;  Thomas 
A.  McKenzie;  Mark  McDonald,  of 
California;  Charles  H.  Jones,  of  The  St.

The  entrance  fee  for  first-class  boats 
has  been  placed  at  :^~>,  for  second-class 
boats  $3,  and  for  special  class  $2,  paya- 
ble on  or  before  July  19th,  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  club,  Dr.  Mc.\uliff.  The 
course  to  be  sailed  will  be  a  triangular 
one,  two  and  a  half  miles  each  side,  or 
seven  and  u  half  miles  around  the  course. 
First-class  boats  will  sail  twice  around 
the  course.

Day  in  Oaluth. 

The  clerks  are  after  the  Lake  avenue 
clothing  dealers,  and  they  have  appealed 
to  the  law  in  order  to  force  them  to  close 
their  stores  on  Sundays.  The  crusade  is 
being  made  at  the  request  of  the  Supe- 
rior street  dealers,  and  not  upon  their 
own  strength.  This  morning  S.  Mar- 
kowitz,  Bernett  Cook  and  Abe  Marks 
were  arraigned  in  the  municipal  court  on 
charges  of  this  character.  The  com- 
plaints, which  were  sworn  out  by  Geo. 
M.  Eby,  president  of  the  union,  allege 
that  on  Sunday,  June  '22— the  same  be- 
ing the  Lord's  day  at  the  city  of  Duluth 
—the  defendants  did  sell  to  Geo.  M. 
Morrison  collars,  socks  and  other  goods 
of  a  like  description. 

The  defendants  pleaded  guilty,  but 
said  they  did  know  they  were  breaking 
the  law.  Judge  Morris  asked  if  they 
saw  any  other  stores  open  and  when 
they  replied  in  the  negative  they  were 
informed  that  they  had  no  more  right 
to  do  business  on  the  sabbath  than  any 
other  merchanta  They  were  fined  the 
minimum  amount  81  and  costs,  amount- 
ing to  82.50. 

There  was  a  fine  array  of  bums  in  the 
prisoners'  row  and  they  all  pleaded 
guilty  and  were  fined  the  usual  amount 
Xearly  all  of  them  rode  out  in  the 
'•hurry-up"  wagon,  being  unable  to 
"dig  up"  the  required  amount.  James 
Kelly,  after  receiving  his  dose  for  drunk- 
enness was  arraigneil  on  the  additional 
charge  of  assault  in  the  third  degree 
upon  Joe  Monohan  with  a  knife.

THE  NEW  WAR  SHIP. 


The  Big   Cruiser    Philadelphia 

Makes     Over      Twenty 

Miles. 


Still  on  the  National    Election 
Law;    Other  Washing- 
ton News. 


Washjsoton,  June  27.— The  secretary 
of  the  navy  read  u  telegram  from  Capt. 
Erhen.  president  of  the  trial  board,  says 
that  the  trial  trip  <.>f  the  cruiser  Phila- 
delphia was  a  success,  and  that  the  ves- 
sel 18  now  at  Cratup'e  yard,  Philadelphia. 

This  is  all  the  infurmation  received  by 
the  department  in  regard  to  the  trial. 
It  is  unotlicially  ntated,  however,  that 
the  vessel  developed  an  average  ajjeed  of 
19  5-12  knots  per  hour,  being  nearly 
half  a  knot  in  exuees  of  the  contract  re- 
quirements. The  contractors  are  said  to 
be  somewhat  diasatistieil  with  the  con- 
ditions of  the  trial  and,  believing  that 
the  vessel  is  capable  of  a  higher  rate  of 
speed,  will  ask  for  another  trial. 

It  was  a  pretty  scene  on  the  forty-mile 
course  that  the  big  steel  cruiser  hustled 
over  last  night.  Elaborate  preparations 
had  been  made  fur  the  trial,  and  four 
ships  of  the  navy,  including  the  Dis- 
patch, Vorktown  and  Vesuvius,  were  sta- 
tioned along  the  course  to  keep  off  mer- 
chant vessels  that  might  otherwise  ob- 
struct the  course.  The  forty  miles  were 
measured  most  carefully  and  the  trial  was 
made  with  hard  picked  coal  and  there 
were  many  pnaeengers,  nearly  all  high 
naval  officers,  on  board. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract  the 
builders,  the  Cramps  of  Philadelphia, 
get  doO.OOU  extra  money  for  every  quar- 
ter knot  extra  speed,  but  the  extra  must 
be  a  full  quarter  before  a  cent  is  paid. 
Therefore  the  builders  hope  to  get  a 
little  more  speed  and  another  $50,000 
extra.

WASHi:«r.TON,  June  27.— Mr.    Dockery, 
of  Missouri,  rising  to  a  parliamentary  in- 

3uiry  asked  whether  it  would  be  in  or- 
er  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the 
postal  clerks'  leave  bill  was  passed  yes- 
terday. He  had  been  informed  yester- 
day by  the  gentleman  who  called  up  the 
bill,  Mr.  Ketchman,  of  New  York,  that  it 
did  not  involve  an  appropriation, 
whereas  he  now  learned  that  it  would 
involve  an  expenditure  of  $316,000.  As 
Mr.  Ketcham  was  not  present,  Mr. 
E>ocker}-  was  peru.itted  by  unanimous 
consent  to  enter  a  motion  to  reconsider, 
leaving  it  pending  for  the  present. 

The  consideration  of  the  election  bill 
was  then  resumed,  Mr.  Ilaugen  of  Wis- 
consin, addressing  the  house  in  support 
of  the  measure.  He  declared  that  it  did 
not  propose  to  touch  state  elections,  but- 
did  pro|)oee  to  supervise  national  elec 
tione,  a  clear  right  of  congress.  The 
bill  was  not  lax  but  general  in  its  appli- 
cation. The  objections  made  to  the  bill 
by  Southern  members,  constituted  a  de- 
liberate insult  to  the  South  itself.  A 
prominent  democratic  leader  in  Missis- 
sippi had  advocatetl  the  re<iuiremeut  of 
a  property  qualification  in  the  voter  and 
had  suggested  that  such  a  provision 
would  restore  supremacy  to  the  whites. 
That  in  itself  was  a  confession  that  the 
whites  wrongfully  exercised  supremacy  at 
present.  Another  democrat,  .Judge  Cate 
of  Arkansas — a  contestant  for  a  seat  on 
the  tioor  of  the  house— had  justifieil  the 
outlawery  bv  mob  violence  of  certain 
negroes  who  had  been  elected  to  local 
offices  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not 
property  holders.  Those  people  forgot 
that  property  itself  was  valueless  with- 
out labor.

Klsht  Iletween  a  Porpolae  and  a   Shark  i 
The  Man- Eater  Iteaten. 

AvALON,  N.  J.,  June  27.— This  morn- 
ing, while  the  bathers  were  enjoying  a 
bath  in  the  butf,  a  large  school  of  por- 
poises made  a  dash  up  Uie  coast  just  be- 
hind the  breakers.  There  were  over  a' 
hundred  of  these  slippery  monsters.  A' 
good-sized  porpoise  will  devour  a  bushel 
of  moss-bunkers  or  young  drumfish  at  a 
single  meal,  and  just  now  the  surf  is 
tilled  with  small  drumtish  feeding  at 
Hood  tide. 

The  man-eating  shark  likes  the  same 
kind  of  diet.  Suddenly,  as  the  school 
of  porpoises  were  tumbling  over  each 
other  in  play,  a  four-foot  shark  made  a 
dash  out  of  water,  pursued  by  a  ten-foot 

Corpoise.  The  porpoise  succeeded  in 
iting  a  piece  out  of  the  man-eater  and 
made  a  vicious  plunge  at  the  shark  in 
mid-air,  while  the  sea  became  red  with 
blood. 

i  <Both  tish  were  in  a  duel  to  the  death. 
Neither  tried  to  escape.  The  shark  was 
the  swiftest  in  motion,  but  was  an  un 
equal  antagonist.  The  porpoise  would 
dive  under  him  and  strike  him  in  the 
belly  under  water,  to  the  great  discom- 
fort of  the  man-eater,  whose  jaws  were 
not  big  enough  to  make  much  impres- 
sion. 

Three  times  they  met  in  mid-air  and 
struck  each  other  as  two  bull  elks  would 
butt  each  others  with  their  antlers.  The 
porpoise  slowly  retired  ten  feet,  and 
with  the  swiftness  of  lightning  struck 
the  shark  in  the  middle  and  rippe<l  him 
open.

THAT    ICE    FAMINE. 


The    Price  In    New    York    now     FallInK    to 
Somewhat  Nearer  Reaaton. 

Nkw  Yokk,  June  27.— Vijfe- President 
Maclay  of  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  com- 
pany tossed  his  arms  in  the  air  and  put 
his  hat  on  the  back  of  hia  bead  when 
asked  if  the  ice  companies  intended  to 
raise  the  price  of  ice. 

"It's  my  deliberate  opinion,"  said  he, 
"that  this  hullabnlloo  in  the  newspapers 
about  'ice  barons'  and  an  'ice  trust'  has 
cost  the  people  of  this  city  not  less  than 
half  a  million  dollars  already.  We  are 
not  regulating  the  price  of  ice.  That  is 
done  up  on  the  Kennebec  and  the  Pe- 
nolx^cot,  and  on  I.<ake  Champlain. 
There's  plenty  of  ice  up  there,  but  when 
the  holders  read  all  that  hullaballoo  tbey 
won't  let  go.  That's  what's  making  ice 
high;  that  and  the  question  of  transpor- 
tation." 

"What  do  you  think  of  the  allegation 
that  it  is  a  practice  among  icemen  to 
swindle  the  putlic  by  selling  short 
weight?" 

"I  think  it  is  a  slander  against  a  hard- 
working class  of  men,  who  are  as  honest 
as  other  men.  There  may  be  some 
rogues  who  will  do  that,  but  they  are  ex- 
ceptions. So  there  are  milkmen  who 
will  water  their  milk  and  car-drivers 
who  will  'knock  down.'  But  these  men 
are  picked  men,  who  have  been  in  the 
business  a  long  tine.  New  men  don't  do 
for  the  work;  they  have  not  muscle 
enough." 

Inquiries  showed  that  the  retail  price 
of  ice  has  fallen  within  a  week,  on  an 
average,  twenty  cents  a  hundred  pounds. 
The  ice  factory  which  formerly  sold  at 
seventy  cents  now  asks  fifty  oentB.  Ves- 
sels with  ice  and  a  steady  run  of  cars  and 
canal  boate  from  Lake  Champlain,  with 
a  considerable  out-turn  from  private  ice 
machines,  bore  down  the  price.  There 
were  no  less  than  thirty-five  Maine 
schooners  in  the  harbor  laden  with  ice 
and  three  from  Norway.

New  YoKK,  June  27. — Years  ago  Lu- 
cien  Duveau  of  Raul,  France,  fell  in  love 
with  the  prettiest  girl  in  hib  town,  Viola 
Bougrand.  They  became  engaged  but 
quarrelled  a  short  time  before  the  day 
they  had  set  for  their  wedding.  Duveau 
came  to  this  country,  settled  in  New 
York,  married  and  became  prosperous 
His  wife  died  two  years  ago. 

A  friend  told  him  then  that  Viola  was 
still  single,  and  Duveau  opened  a  corre- 
spondence with  her.  Yesterday  a 
middle-aged  French  woman,  wearing  a 
silk  handkerchief  on  one  arm  for  inden- 
tification,  arrived  at  the  barge  office.  A 
middle-aged,  well-dressed  man,  also 
wearing  a  silk  handkerchief  on  his  arm, 
walked  into  the  barge  office.  The  man 
and  woman  fell  into  each  other's  arms, 
and  then  walked  off  to  get  married. 

Selling  RIk  Pump  Works. 

Boston,  June  '27. — It  is  rumored  that 
negotiations  are  pending  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Blake  Manufacturing  com- 
pany's works  and  their  right  and  title  to 
all  their  steam  pumps  patents,  patterns, 
etc.,  by  an  English  syndicate  for  $.5,000,- 
000.  George  Y.  Blake  said  that  the 
rumor  was  afioat  some  time  ago  that  a 
large  manufacturer  of  pumps  was  about 
to  sell  out  to  an  English  syndicate,  and 
perhaps  the  present  rumor  grew  out  of 
that.  However,  negotiations  were  in 
progress  looking  to  a  sale  of  the  prop- 
erty. It  is  well  known  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Blake  Manufacturing  com- 
pany is  extremely  large  and  profitable. 
The  Blake  and  Knowles  companies  were 
consolidated  about  twelve  years  ago. 

A  iJihor  Ctr<^alar. 

Chicago,  June  '27. — A  circular  in  refer- 
ence to  the  ch  anges  in  the  constitution 
of  the  junior  order  of  United  American 
Mechanics  which  were  provisionally  ac- 
cepted by  the  national  convention  here 
last  week  will  be  promulgated  among 
the  lodges  of  the  order  throughout  the 
country  in  a  few  days.  The  question 
of  changing  the  name  to  United  Amer- 
icans will  be  voted  on  before  Oct.  1  and 
returns  counted  by  a  special  committee. 
If  a  majority  favors  the  change  the  new 
name  will  go  into  effect  on  July  1  of 
next  year.  The  circular  will  state  that 
the  proposition  to  admit  colored  oien 
to  the  order  was  voted  down  and  that 
hereafter  the  eligible  for  admission 
will  be  not  leas  than  18  or  more  than  50 
years.  


A  Lottery  Caae. 

Baton  Rouge,  I,a.,  June  27. — The  case 
of  Representative  Stament  who  was 
charged  with  bribery  in  connection  with 
the  lottery  bill,  is  on  the  docket  for  trial 
in  the  criminal  court  today.  He  has  en- 
tered a  plea  of  not  guilty.  Special  coun- 
sel has  been  retained  to  assist  the  dis- 
trict attorney,  and  a  vigorous  prosecu- 
tion is  promised.  Stament  claims  that 
he  will  be  able  to  demonstrate  his  entire 
innocence.  The  case  creates  consider- 
able excitement,  not  only  in  this  city, 
but  throughout  the  state. 

Technically  Insolvent. 

St.  Louis,  June  27.— The  St.  Louis 
Ore  &  Steel  company  baa  gone  into  the 
bands  of  a  receiver.  The  company  is  in 
no  sense  insolvent  and  does  not  owe  a 
dollar  in  the  world  aside  from  its  bonds. 
The  action  was  made  necessary  by  the 
failure  of  the  iron  mines  of  Pilot  Knob, 
which  were  so  long  believed  to  be  inex- 
haustible.

Clkvel^nd,  Ohio,  June  27.— "EJetelle 
L«roy,''  a  Cleveland  girl,  whose  real 
name  is  Hull,  attempted  to  make  her 
first  balloon  ascension  and  parachute 
jump  at  Beyerles  Park  today.  She 
failed,  however,  and  narrowly  escaped 
death.  The  balloon  was  inflated  with 
aot  air  and  Ed.  French  was  sent  inside 
to  keep  it  from  igniting  from  sparks. 

lie  was  forgotten,  and  when  the  bal- 
loon was  sufficiently  inflated  it  was  cut 
loose  and  shot  up  into  the  air.  French 
was  not  prepared  for  ascension,  and  he 
began  to  scramble  out.  One  of  his  feet 
caught  in  the  ropes  and  he  hung  head 
downward.  After  a  vigorous  struggle  he 
succeeded  in  extricating  himself  when 
the  balloon  was  about  thirty  feet  from 
the  earth,  and  after  turning  two  somer- 
sault, alighted  on  the  ground  on  his  face. 
He  was  severely  injured. 

The  struggles  of  French  loeened  the 
parachute  and  when  100  feet  up  it  broke 
loose.  Parachutes  do  not  open  until 
they  have  traversed  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, and  the  woman  descended  with  a 
rush.  Fortunately  she  fell  into  the 
branches  of  a  large  tree  and  was  rescued. 

IT'S    HOT    THERE. 


84k    Deathit  From    Sunittroke   In    Chicago; 
It  in  Intenitely  Hot. 

Chicago,  June  27. — The  intensely  hot 
weather  which  has  prevailed  in  Chicago 
and  «ricinity  since  last  Sunday  still  con- 
tinues, and  today  bids  fair  to  even  ex- 
cel the  previous  days  of  the  week. 

At  11  o'clock  this  morning  the  signal 
service  thermometer  on  the  top  of  the 
Auditorium  tower  showed  82%  while  in 
the  street  the  mercury  ranges  from  89 
to  90. 

There  have  been  thus  far  six  deaths 
from  sunstroke,  including  two  this 
morning,  and  a  large  number  of  cases 
which  have  not  proved  fatal. 

The  Imprisoned  Miner*. 

Dunbar,  Pa.,  June  27. — The  rescuers 
had  not  succeeded  in  cutting  their  way 
into  Hill  Farm  mine  at  noon,  but  they 
are  expecting  to  break  through  at  any 
moment.  Not  a  tap  or  sound  has  been 
heard  from  the  men  for  a  week,  and  very 
little  if  any  hopes  are  entertained  of 
their  being  alive. 


FROM   ABROAD. 


A    Dutch   Passenger  Ship    Sunk;   Storms 
ofl  Scotland. 

London,  June  27. — The  Dutch  steamer 
I'rinz  Frederick,  from  Amsterdam  for 
Java,  was  sunk  on  the  night  of  June  25 
in  L.titude  47  north,  longtitude  6  west, 
by  collision  with  the  British  steamer 
Morpessa.  The  collision  occurred 
during         a         dense         fog.  The 

Morpessa  has  arrived  at  Falmouth  with 
her  bows  stove  and  her  forepeak  out  of 
water.  She  had  on  board  the  crew  and 
ninety-six  passengers  of  the  Prinz  Fred- 
erick. Six  lives  were  lost  in  the  collision. 
The  Prinz  Frederick  was  of  1909  tons 
register. 

Advices  received  at  Constantinople 
from  Erzereum  regarding  the  trouble  in 
that  city  state  that  a  detachment  of 
Turkish  soldiers  searched  a  church 
there  while  ser^'icee  were  being  held  in 
the  belief  that  a  quantity  of  arms  was 
secreted  in  the  building.  The  congre- 
gation resented  this  indignity  and  opened 
fire  with  revolvers  on  the  Turks.  In 
til''  encouiiier  which  ensued  one  Turkish 
officer,  four  Armenians  and  eight  Turks 
were  killed,  and  many  others  on  both 
sides  were  wounded.  A  party  of  Mussul- 
mans subsequently  made  a  riotous  dem- 
onstration and  stoned  the  British  con- 
sulate. 

The  details  of  the  damage  done  by 
gales  on  the  Scottish  coast  during  the 
middle  of  this  week  show  that  nine 
vessels  were  wrecked  and  thirty-five  per- 
sons drowned. 


THE    PORTE    WILL    PAY, 

states  HelsWIIllnKto  .Settle  War  Indem- 
nities. 

London,  June  27. — The  Russians  have 
brought  the  Porte  to  terms  in  quick 
order.  Less  than  a  week  ago,  the  Rus- 
sian ambassador,  Nelidoff,  presented  a 
note  declining  the  request  of  the  Porte 
that  Russia  would  wait  until  November 
for  payment  of  the  war  indemnity  by 
Turkey  and  demanded  immediate  pay- 
ment. The  note  declared  that  in  event 
of  refusal  Russia  reserved  the  right  of 
taking  all  necessary  meas.ires  to  compel 
payment,  and  thus  suggested  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Czar  to  actively  interfere  in 
the  Balkans. 

After  cogitating  over  this  ultimatum 
for  a  couple  of  days  the  Porte  has  ap- 
prised the  ambassador  that  within  two 
weeks  it  will  pay  into  the  Russian  treas- 
ury the  sum  of  5,000,000  francs  as  an  in- 
stallment of  the  war  indemnity,  and 
that  the  balance  of  25,000,000  will  be 
paid  in  installments  in  its  entirety  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Whether  the  Russian  government  will 
accept  this  proposition  remains  to  be 
seen,  but  as  its  own  treasury  is  in  any- 
thing but  a  satisfactory  condition  the 
chances  are  that  it  will  take  the  Porte 
at  its  work. 


Featherweight*  Fight. 

London,  June  27. — Fully  a  hundred 
noted  sporting  men  from  the  leading 
ing  cities  of  the  country  are  in  town  to 
witnee-s  the  fight  between  George  Dixon, 
the  colored  featherweight  champion  of 
the  United  States,  and  Nunc  Wallace, 
the  English  champion,  which  takes 
place  this  evening  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Pelican  club.  Richard  K.  Fox  of 
New  York  will  be  the  referee.  Both 
men  are  in  splendid  condition,  each 
weighing  114  pounds.  Dixon  has  been 
training  at  Oakham,  Lord  Lonsdale's 
country  seat,  while  Wallace  has  been 
putting  in  his  time  at  Brighton.  The 
latter  is  not  very  sanguine  of  victory  as 
he  prefers  knuckle  fighting  in  which  he 
has  always  been  victorious. 

English  Press  Opinions. 
London,  June  27.— The  Times  says 
that  the  attempte  of  the  friends  of  Lord 
Randolph  Churchill  to  secure  his  return 
to  the  cabinet  with  the  view  of  strength- 
ing  the  government  have  not  met  with 
success.  The  Standard  believes  the 
tithes  bill  will  be  postponed  the  same  as 
the  land  purchase  bill.

THE   JOHNSTOWN    FLOOD- 

What  Will    be  the  Report  of  the  Inveati- 
gatlug  Committee? 

Pittsburgh,  June  27.— There  are  pros- 
pects of  some  lively  times  during  the 
convention  of  civil  engineers  now  in  ses- 
sion at  Cresson  Springs,  over  the   action 

of  the  committee  appointed  nearly  a 
year  ago  to  investigate  in  regard  to  the 
condition  of  the  Seventh  Fork  dam  be- 
fore the  Johnstown  flood.  The  Comittee 
investiagted  the  matter  thoroughly  and 
sealed  its  report  but  did  not  hand  the 
latter  in  at  the  last  meeting  of  ihe  society 
held  in  January.  The  reason  given  by 
the  committee  was  that  they  did  not  de- 
sire to  become  involved  in  litigation  over 
the  flood  pending  then. 

At  the  present  meeting  the  committee 
has  given  it  out  that  no  report  will  be 
made  unless  it  is  furnished  by  the  so- 
ciety. The  sealed  report  is  said  to  con- 
tain some  highly  interesting  data  oon- 
oeming  the  condition  of  the  South 
Fork  dam  prior  to  the  flood. 

It  is  stated  on  good  authority  that  the 
report  statefa  that  the  dam  was  structur- 
ally as  perfect  as  it  could  be  made,  evi- 
denced by  the  circumstance  at  the  time 
of  the  flood,  a  foot  of  water  poured  over 
the  dam  feed  four  hours  and  when  at 
last  the  dam  broke  it  did  so  from  the 
top.  

THE    MEN    WIN. 


The  I.at«Ht  Report  .Shows  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral Uanagementhas  Dropped. 

Chicago,  June  27.— The  situation  in 
the  matter  of  the  Illinois  Central  strike 
remains  unchanged,  and  it  is  not 
thought  that  any  new  move  will  be  in- 
augurated by  either  party  until  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  strikers'  meeting, 
which  convened  at  9  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. Grand  Master  Wilkinson  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Trainmen  and  Grand 
Master  Sargent  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Firemen  are  in  the  city,  and 
though  as  far  as  can  be  learned  they 
have  taken  no  active  part  in  the  matter, 
their  counsel  will  doubtless  be  sought 
before  any  action  is  taken. 

The  strike  proper  extends  over  the 
lines  of  the  road  between  Chicago  and 
Cairo  and  between  Amboy,  III.  and  Du- 
buque, Iowa.  On  these  lines  switching 
is  tied  up.  On  the  Wisconsin  division, 
which  extends  from  Chicago  to  Madison, 
by  way  of  Freeport,  there  is  no  strike 
and  the  company  has  received  assurance 
from  many  of  the  men  on  that  division 
that  they  are  not  in  sympathy  with  the 
tie  up  at  Chicago,  this,  however,  does  not 
help  matters  as  far  as  through  business 
is  concerned,  because  it  cannot  be  gotten 
out  of  Chicago  to  send  over  the  road, 
and  it  cannot  be  gotten  into  Chicago 
from  the  other  end  of  the  line. 

Precisely  the  same  condition  of  affairs 
remain  on  the  main  stem  of  the  system 
from  Centralia  to  Dunleith,  at  the  ex- 
treme northern  end  of  the  state.  Local 
business  is  going  on,  but  through  busi- 
ness is  at  a  standstill.  The  situation  is 
the  same  on  the  lines  in  Iowa  beyond 
Dubuque.  No  action  has  been  taken  in 
regard  to  the  employment  of  men  to 
take  strikers'  places  and  it  is  not  in- 
tended to  make  a  move  in  this  direction 
until  every  hope  in  the  way  of  a  settle- 
ment by  arbitration  shall  have  been 
abandoned. 

4  p.  m. — The  strike  has  been  declared 
off,  and  the  men  return  to  work  this  aft- 
eriioon  on  the  conditions  already  out- 
lined. 


THE   LAST  DAY. 

International    Sunday  School    Convention 

Closes  Today. 

Pittsburgh,  June  27. — This  is  the  clos- 
ing day  of  the  International  Sunday 
School  convention  and  which  has  proven 
more  successful  than  many  that  has  pre- 
ceded it.  After  the  usual  devotional  ex- 
ercises reports  were  presented  from  num- 
erous committees  and  the  elections  ot 
the  lessons  and  executive  committees 
took  place.  The  program  for  the  day 
includes  addresses  upon  normal  work  by 
H.  M.  Hamill,  of  Illinois,  school  work  by 
Marion  Lawrence,  of  Ohio,  and  home 
work  by  W.  A.  Duncan,  of  New  Y'ork, 
after  which  there  will  be  a  discussion 
on  temperance  work,  and  a  vote  will  be 
taken  on  the  time  and  place  of  the  next 
convention.  The  convention  will  close 
to-night  with  general  addressee  on  Sun- 
day school  work  and  foreign  missions. 

The  consideration  of  the  time  and  place 
for  the  World's  Sunday  school  convention 
was  taken  up.  Mr.  Jacobs,  of  Chicago, 
read  the  report  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee, which  recommends  that  the  second 
world's  and  the  seventh  triennial  inter- 
national Sunday  school  conventions  be 
held  together.  The  report  was  adopted, 
and  it  was  decided  to  hold  both  conven- 
tions in  St  Louis  in  1893,  the  time  to  be 
set  later  by  the  executive  committee.  A 
collection  was  then  taken  up  for  the 
benefit  of  families  of  the  imprisoned 
miners,  and  $366  was  raised  in  a  few 
moments. 

A  telegram  was  read  at  this  point  from 
ladies  of  St.  Louis  offering  a  hearty  wel- 
come to  the  convention  in  1893  and  ex- 
pressing a  ratification  at  the  selection  of 
their  city  as  a  meeting  place.  The  un- 
considered clauses  of  the  report  of  the 
special  committee  to  which  the  executive 
committee's  report  was  referred,  were 
then  taken  up  but  action  on  suggestions 
that  the  twelfth  Sunday  be  reserved  as 
a  review  day  and  the  thirteenth  as  a  day 
for  subjects  in  connection  with  temper- 
ance, was  postponed  until  this  afternoon 
and  the  convention  adjourned  for  din- 
ner.   

The  First  Claimant. 

Philadelphia,  June  27. — When  the 
complete  census  returns  have  been  re- 
ceived at  Washington  there  is  a  prospect 
that  the  claims  of  various  localities 
throughout  the  country  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  oldest  living  inhabitant  may 
be  finally  decided.  The  Quaker  city, 
however,  is  the  first  in  the  field  with  a 
candidate.  This  is  Mrs.  Catherine  Sharp, 
who  owns  up  to  having  put  in  112  years 
of  life  on  this  blissful  sphere.  Sheja 
the  head  of  a  family  of  five  generatidns. 
AH  of  them  live  in  the  same  house,  and, 
with  two  exceptions,  all  are  women.  Her 
daughter  is  72  years  of  age,  her  grand- 
daughter 42,  her  great-grand-daughter 
22,  and  besides  these  there  are  two  great- 
great-grandchildren.  The  male  portion 
of  the  household  comprise  the  husband 
of  the  granddaughter  and  the  son  of  the 
72-year-old  daughter. 

REJECT    A    COMPROMISE. 

Boston    Strikers    Will    Not    Bar    Out    the 
Fraud  Walking  Delegates. 

Boston,  June  27, — The  striking  labor 
era  met  last  night  to  take  action  on  the 
manifesto  issued  by  the  master  builders. 
After  a  long  discussion  they  finally  re- 
jected the  entire  document  chiefly  on 
the  ground  that  ''walking  delegates"  are 
barred  out  of  buildings  that  may  be  in 
process  of  erection. 

The  stone  masons  voted  to  sustain  the 
buildinglaborers  and  rejected  the  mani- 
festo. The  bricklayers  were  in  session 
and  assured  the  building  laborers  they 
would  adhere  to  the  agreement  not  to 
handle  brick  or  mortar  served  by  non- 
union men.

RULED  OUT. 
The  lowest  bidder  for  the  practice  ship 
called  for  by   the   government,    P.    W. 
Wheeler  A  Co.,  failed  to  get  the    award, 
not  becauae  there  was  any    question    of 
the   competence   of   the  firm  to  fill  the 
contract,  but  solely  becanse  of  some  ap- 
prehension that    the   building   of   this 
LTuiser  on  the  lakes  might  be  accounted 
an  infringement  of  the    treaty    of    1817. 
This    convention    rigidly    restricts    the 
number  of  war  vessels  to  be  used  on  the 
lakes,  and  their  tonnage  and  armament, 
and    closes   with    a  general  declaration 
that  no  vessels  "shall  be  built  or  armed" 
beyond  the  stipulated    number.     These 
tenns    would    appear  to   exclude     the 
building       of       the      practice      ship, 
a      vessel      largely      in        excess      of 
the    limit    in    tonnage  and  armament, 
and  particularly  so,  in   view  of  the  fact 
that    the  cruiser    Michigan  now    main- 
tained on  the  lakes  carries  four  times  as 
many  guns  and  has  four  times  as  much 
tonnage  as  the  treaty  permits. 

But        if         w©        consider         the 
actual        purpose       and       spirit      of 
the     treaty      rather      than      its    word 
iaff,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  building 
of  the  practice  ship  at  Bay  City  would 
b%ve  been  objected  to  by  the  Canadian 
or  British  government  especially  if  an 
application  for  leave-to  build  had   been 
made  with  a  statement  of  the  proposed 
■eirice   of   the  vessel.    For    the  treaty 
was  designed    to  prevent  the   establish- 
ment of  formidable  rival    armaments  on 
the  lakes,  and  the  building  of  a  practice 
ship  for  seaboard    use  would  in    no  way 
increase  the  lake  armament    Moreover, 
it      was    designed      to    arm     the    ship 
at  the  seaboard,  so  that  the  proposition 
was  merely  to  constrnct  an  unarmed  ves- 
sel   at    a    lake   yard,  for    service  out- 
side,  and    with   no  more  menace  to  the 
security  of  the  Canadian    lake   ports  or 
commerce  than  would    follow    from  the 
ctmstruction    of  an   ordinary  merchant 
transport  at  the  same  yard.    In    view  of 
the  fairness  and  public  advantage  of  ad- 
mitting lake  yards  to  the  competition  for 
naval  supply,  we  think  that   application 
should  be  made  for  leave  to  build  under 
the  treaty  for  .service  outside  strictly,  to 
such    extent    as    the  discretion    of  the 
British  government  may    admit.    That 
would   be   an   entirely    sutBcient    safe- 
guard,   and   open    competition  without 
material    hindrance   to   our   lake  ship- 
buildera

A  coroner's  inquest  over  the  body  of 
Robert  Shearer,  the  15-year-old  boy  who 
was  killed  by  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
Short  line  train  near ,  Hazel wooil  Park 
last  Tuesday  evening,  waa  held  this 
morning  atOurkan's  undertaking  nxims. 
Jas.  O'Donnell,  the  engineer,  teetitietl 
that  there  was  a  dense  fog  at  the  time 
and  he  did  not  see  the  boy  until  he  rose 
up;  and  the  train  was  then  within  a  few 
feet  of  him.  He  reversed  the  engine 
and  applied  the  air  brakes,  but  could 
not  stop  the  train  in  time  to  avoid  the 
the  aocident.  The  brakes  were  in  perfect 
order  and  the  speed  of  the  train  was  not 
over  fifteen  miles  an  hour.  J.  A.  Bruce, 
the  tireman;  P.  J.  O'Malley,  the  brake- 
man  and  D.  P.  Smith,  the  conduct«ir,  all 
corroborated  the  testimony,  the  latter 
adding  that  Mr.  O'Connell  was  one  of 
the  most  careful  engineers  on  the  road 
and  could  stop  a  train  quicker  than  any 
man  he  ever  saw.  After  the  testimony 
was  taken  the  jury  went  down  to  view 
tbe  premises.  A  verdict  was  rendered  in 
accordance  with  the  testimony,  no  blame 
being  attached  to  the  employes  of  the 
road. 

The  horse  which  waa  run  into  by  the 
Sbort  Line  train  near  the  West  End 
station,  having  his  leg  broken,  was 
ordered  killetl  last  night. 

The    raising    of    the    Miller   block  to 
grade  has  been  completed,  and    now  the 
sidewalk  is  being  taken  up  that   it    may 
also  be  laid  in  conformity    to    the    sur 
roundings. 

This  is  the  last  day  of  the  present 
term  of  the  public  schools  of  West  Du- 
luth, and  the  citizens  may  well  feel 
proud  vt  the  high  position  which  their 
schools  have  attained  in  so  short  a  time. 
Tnere  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  organize 
very  soon  an  independent  school  district 
ana  enlarge  the  Second  avenue  house  by 
four  rooms.  Many  other  important 
changes  will  be  made  during  the  present 
vacation  which  will  place  the  schools  of 
this  village  on  a  par  with  those  of  many 
a  larger  place. 

Danforth  A  De Wolf  shippetl  from  Pine 
L'ity  yesterday  several  tine  teams  and  full 
outtit  of  tools,  which  arrived  here  today. 
These  teams  are  to  be  put  to  work  on 
the  water  works  next  week.  Several  car- 
loads of  wat«r  mains  are  already  on  the 
ground  and  it  is  mteded  to  crowd  the 
work. 

One  of  the  strongest  evidences  of  the 
great  need  of  the  completion  of  the 
water  works  project,  is  the  frequency  of 
cases  of  typhoid  fever,  which  the  physi- 
cians are  tracing  to  the  use  of  bad 
water.  Citizens  should  use  extra  care 
as  to  the  purity  of  the  water  useil.

The  lightest  man 
of  the  Harvard's  crew  aside  from  the 
coxwain,  is  Bow  Rogers  who  is  ICO 
pounds,  and  the  heaviest  is  Ferris  who 
tips  the  scale  at  18:i.  Brewster  and 
Nevill  are  over  180.  They  have  been  fed 
on  beef  so  much  this  spring  and  have 
had  so  much  real  hard  work  that  their 
muscles  are  like  iron  rods  and  it  is  even 
money  that  they  will  be  on  even  terms 
with  Yale  most  of  the  journey. 

Bob  Cook,  the  trainer  of  the  Yales, 
says  that  he  is  eminently  satisfied  with 
the  condition  and  work  of  his  eight,  but 
it  must  be  oonfesseil  that  his  lx)ys  are 
not  very  sanguine  of  winning  the  race.

TOTAL   COLLECTIONS. 

Work  of  the  Besatta :    A  Word    aa  to  Ad- 
vertising. 

Collections  for  the  regatta  are  now  be- 
ing made.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee the  total  subscriptions  amounted 
to  1^14,700.  Of  this  at  least  5  per  cent 
can  be  figured  as  uncollectable,  leaving 
^14,030  in  the  treasury.  It  will  require 
at  least  $3503  more  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  association,  and  most  of  that 
must  be  secured  in  Duluth. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  regatta 
has  been  insufficiently  advertised  at 
home.  The  Hbrald  has  certainly  done  all 
in  its  power  to  cause  notice 
of  this  important  event.  It  has  sent 
abroad  hundreds  of  papers  to  its  ex- 
changes, and  to  those  for  whom  the 
aquatic  sports  would  have  interest,  and 
today  it  publishes  free  of  charge  a 
standing  advertisement  of  the  regatta. 
Let  other  papers  at  the  head  of  the  lakes 
follow  suit.  The  regatta  is  certainly 
being  advertised  abroad  in  a  manner  cal- 
culated to  bring  thousands  here.  Nearly 
every  large  paper  in  the  country  has 
mentioned  the  event  many  times,  and 
the  sporting  editors  are  kept  in  infor- 
mation by  Manager  Robertson.  The 
railroads  have  already  issued  cir- 
culars giving  particulars  and  announcing 
the  sale  of  excursion  tickets.  The  asso- 
ciation received  yesterday  25,000  stickers, 
upon  which  is  this  inscription:  "Duluth- 
Superior  Regatta,  July  21-26.  Head  of 
the  Lakes."  These  are  being  distributed 
all  over  the  country.  Circulars  have 
been  sent  out  broadsast,  with  splendid 
results.

HIS    CRIME    COSTS. 

A  Marderer   Dies  at   rine  City,  on  the  St. 
Paul  «  Dolutli. 

Pine  City,  Minn.,  June  27.— William 
Brooker,  50  years  old,  was  hung  at  3:30 
o'clock  this  morning.  Since  bis  arrival 
here  Wednesday  Brooker  steadily  re- 
fused to  accept  counsel.  Brooker's  wife 
visited  him  in  the  jail  several  times  dur- 
ing the  day  and  with  the  children  took 
a  final  farewell  of  their  father  at  11 
o'clock  last  night. 

Brooker,  in  an  interview  with  news- 
paper men  during  the  afternoon,  said: 
"Gentlemen,  they  are  to  blame.  They 
have  me  like  a  rat  in  a  trap.  I  will  die 
like  a  man  and  show  the  world  that  I 
am  a  man  though  living  like  a  dog.' 
Last  night  he  made  a  statement  and 
laid  the  blame  of  his  downfall  on  the 
Coombs  family,  saying  that  they  had  en- 
ticed his  wife  away  from  home  and 
ruined  her  and  the  family. 

The  details  preliminary  to  the  execu- 
tion had  been  so  carefully  arranged  by 
Sheriff  McLaughlin  and  his  deputy  that 
when  the  final  act  was  reached  nothing 
occured  to  interrupt  the  execution.  At 
2:30  Broker  was  attired  in  a  new  suit, 
and  at  3:30  came  from  his  cell  and  the 
marc  h  to  the  scaffold  was  begun.  He 
walked  to  the  scaffold  game.  Sheriff 
McLaughlin  adjusted  the  noose,  the 
black  cap  was  placed  and  the  sheriff 
stepped  biusk,  with  a  swift  jerk  the  lever 
was  thrown  and  the  man  shot  down- 
ward to  eternity.  A  few  ooovulsive 
movements  and  Brooker  was  dead. 
The  body  was  interred  this  morning  by 
the  sheriff.

Months  Ago  Now  Made; 

Now   Go  I 


One  J  une  10  and  20,the  St.  Louis  water 
power,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
owned  by  the  St  Louis  Hiver  Water 
Power  company,  was  virtually  sold  by 
the  old  company,  headed  by  Cooke,  to  a 
syndicate  headed  by  the  Wilburs  of 
Boston,  and  Richmond,  the  millionaire 
contractor,  and  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
July  1  the  deal  will  be  formally  closed. 

As  far  back  as  January  of  the  present 
year  The  Herald  announced  the  fact  that 
1890  would  see  the  beginning  of  develop- 
ment of  the  St.  Louis  water  power.  The 
statement,  coming  as  it  did  to  this  paper 
from  reliable  sources,  gained  credence 
among  those  who  well  understood 
the  general  reliability  of  news  published 
by  The  Herald.  On  Feb.  10  The  Herald, 
under  the  caption  of  "The  ciggest  of 
Late  Moves,"  said:  "There  have  been 
for  months  rumors  of  extensive  develop 
ments  in  connection  with  the  St.  Louis 
river  water  power.

weeks  ago  an  interview  with  Thomas 
Emory,  a  marine  dam  builder,  appeared 
in  The  Fairfield  (Me.)  Journal,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  is  here  given:  "Yes, 
they  are  going  to  have  some  big  devel- 
opments near  Duluth  in  the 
way  of  utilizing  the  vast 
water  power  of  the  St  Louis  river.  I 
have  been  contracted  with  to  build  two 
dams  there.  Some  changes  are  to  be 
made  in  the  ownership  of  the  power,  so 
that  I  do  not  yet  know  when  I  will  leave 
for  Minnesota.  I  expect  to  take  a  crew 
of  forty  experienced  men  with  me,  hir- 
ing the  others  there." 

But  not  alone  to  the  reporter  of  the 
Parfield  Journal  did  Mr.  Emory  make 
this  statement  Mr.  S.  M.  Chandler  re- 
turn^ from  Maine  some  three  weeks 
ago  While  there  be  met  John  Ware, 
the  rich  Waterville  banker,  who  owns 
so  much  property  here,  and  from  him 
received  information  substantiating  the 
article  in  The  Journal.  Together  with 
Mr.  Ware  the  realty  man  went  to  the 
residence  of  Thomas  Emory,  and  in  con- 
versation with  him  learned  the  facts  al- 
ready cited.  Mr.  Emory  stated  that  he 
expected  to  go  to  Boston  soon  to  arrange 
for  beginning  work  on  the  dams. 
Before  negetiations  were  entered  into, 
Messrs.  Wilbur  and  Richmond  visited 
Duluth.  They  were  shown  over  the 
property  by  Capt.  Triggs,  and  ifter  a 
week's  deliberation  they  decided  to  pur- 
chase this  option  of  the  Power  company, 
and  on  May  19  this  was  done.  On  about 
June  10  an  option  note  amounting  to 
$10,000,  held  by  the  First  National  bank, 
executed  by  the  Power  oompany  and 
given  by  Triggs  Sc  Kennedy  was  paid. 

On  the  19th  of  June  the  Water  Power 
company  and  the  syndicate  held  a  con- 
ference, at  which  it  was  virtually  agreed 
to  accept  the  property  at  11,000,000.  On 
the  20th  of  June  the  wires  were  hot 
with  telegrams  between  the  new  com- 
pany and  the  various  corporations  hold- 
ing interests  along  St.  Lonis  river.  On 
Monday  afternoon  there  was  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  St.  Louis  Land  k  Im- 
provement company  and  the  New  Du- 
luth Land  company,  at  which  there  was 
a  representative  of  the  Power  oompany 
in  attendance.  It  was  there  agreed 
that  the  two  companies  should  lease 
jointly,  15.000  horse  power,  and  this  was 
telegraphed  to  Boston,  together  with 
the  information  that  a  cash  bonus  of 
$75,00f)  had  also  been  guaranteed.  These 
facts  had  a  great  bearing  on  the  formal 
acceptance  of  the  property.  Yesterday 
morning  another  meeting  was  held 
in  Boston,  with  the  result  that 
papers  conveying  the  property, 
with  its  100,000  horse  power 
and  its  hundreds  of  acres  of  land,  to  the 
new  St.  Louis  River  Water  Power  com- 
pany will  be  formally  signed,  sealed  and 
delivered  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  July  1. 
The  new  St.  Louis  company  expects 
to  make  some  great  derelopments  in  its 
property  within  the  next  six  months. 
As  stated  in  the  Emorj-  interview,  two 
large  dams  will  be  built  one  of  which  at 
least  will  be  finished  this  year.  The  first 
dam  will  be  located,  as  already  stated, 
about  half  a  mil*  anov«  Fonn  dn  Lac. 


WILL  PAY  HIS  FINE. 

Tlie  CltieaKO  Board  Will  Help  Out  an  Uu- 
rnrtunat«  Freight  Agent. 

Chicago,  June  28. — A  subscription  list 
will  be  quietly  passed^round  the  board 
of  trade  by  a  number  of  big  shippers  on 
Monday  morning  with  a  view  of  secur- 
ing a  purse  large  enough  to  pay  the  fine 
of  J.'i.OOO  imposed  by  Judge  Elogett  a 
few  days  ago  upon  Arthur  Street,  for- 
merly assistant  freight  agent  of  the 
Michigan  Central  railroad,  who  was 
found  guilty  of  granting  secret  rebates 
to  a  local  grain  house,  and  thereby  dis- 
criminating against  other  shippers. 

Street's  case  is  a  peculiarly  unfortu- 
nate one  and  the  general  comment  on 
the  action  of  the  Michigan  Central  au- 
thorities in  the  matter  is  extremely  de- 
nunciatory. All  the  other  indicted  offi- 
cials were  allowed  to  go  free,  and  even 
the  indictment  against  the  oompany 
as  a  corporation,  was  quashed.  It  is  ad- 
mitted that  Street  acted  directly  under 
instructions  from  bis  superior  officers, 
but  notwithstanding  this  the  company 
dismissed  him  as  soon  as  the  affair  be- 
came public  property,  and  devoted  its 
energies  towards  saving  the  scalps  of 
those  more  influentially  connected  with 
the  road. 

Street  is  so  financially  embarrassed 
that  be  was  unable  to  employ  counsel  to 
defend  him,  and  to  make  matters  worse, 
as  a  result  of  the  trouble,  his  wife  has 
become  deranged.  He  relied  on  the 
statement  of  his  indicted  ex-associates 
that  the  oompany  would  make  a  strong 
fight  and  found  himself  left  in  the  lurch. 
The  whole  affair  has  excited  a  feeling  of 
disgust  among  railroad  men  generally. 

AGAIN    AT    LOSS. 

It  was  Only  a  Crevice  and  the  Mine  Far 
From  Reached, 

Dunbar,  Pa.,  June  28. — .\gain  are  the 
rescuers  and  relatives  of  the  thirty -one 
entombe<l  miners  doomed  to  disappoint- 
ment The  four  brave  men,  who  took 
their  lives  in  their  hands  and  went  into 
the  Mahoning  pit  last  night  came  out 
this  morning  without  having  pierced  the 
Farm  Hill  mine. 

The  hole  drilled  into  what  was  sup- 
posed to  be  an  entry  of  the  ill-fated 
mine  last  night,  was  only  a  crevice. 

The  rescuers  declare  the  maps  are 
wrong  and  they  are  as  much  in  the  dark 
now  as  at  any  time  since  the  search  was 
begun,  thirteen  days  ago. 

The  regular  shift  started  in  again  this 
morning  and  the  brave  but  disheartened 
men  are  once  more  searching  for  an 
entry  that  will  lead  them  into  the  burn- 
ing pit.       

Honoring  I'arnell  at  Milwaukee. 
Milwaukee,  June  28.— The  annual 
Irish  state  demonstration  is  in  progress 
at  Schulz  Park  with  a  very  large  audi 
ence.  The  date  was  chosen  as  compli- 
mentary to  Mr.  Parnell's  birthday. 
Mayor  Peck  is  the  orator  of  the  dny,  and 
H.  Mc<trevy  of  Indiana.  John  Carroll  of 
Illinois,  T.  W.  Reilly  of  Oshkosh  and 
Walter  Dempsey  of  West  Supepior  will 
also  deliver  addresses.  There  was  a 
very  fine  parade  of  Irish  societies  this 
morning.  The  proceeds,  which  will 
reach  nearly  $10,000,  will  be  sent  to  the 
treasury  of  the  Irish  National  league. 


County  Treasurer  Johnson  has  com- 
pleted the  statement  of  the  real  estate 
tax  for  the  year  1889,  and  the  showing  is 
very  gratifying. 

The  receipts  have  been  as  follows: 
Tax  for  1889,3862,591.«>5;  private  redemp- 
tions, $3,148.11;  taxes  for  former  years, 
$68,732.21;  miscellaneous  receipts,  in- 
cluding fines,  forfeited  bail,  interest  on 
money  in  banks,  etc.,  $5168.35;  total, 
^939,640.32.  The  total  tax  levied  in  Ihe 
county  is  $1,085,156.44,  and  of  this 
amount,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  above  re- 
ceipts, 83.32  per  cent  has  been  paid  be- 
fore the  10  per  cent  penalty  is  added. 

Since  Jan.  1,  9000  receipts  have  been 
issued,  a  great  deal  larger  number  than 
on  any  previous  year.  The  collection  is 
also  the  highest  that  has  ever  been 
made  in  St  Louis  county. 

In  1888,  the  levy  was  $878,418.58,  and 
of  this  amount  hardly  75  per  cent  was 
paid  before  the  penalty  was  added,  and 
in  this  year  the  collections  were  fully  up 
to  the  average.  The  collections  this 
year  certainly  indicate  a  healthy  condi- 
tion of  the  money  market  in  Duluth. 

THE  THERMOMETER  CLIMBS. 

Duluth's  Refreshing  Lake  Breeze  is  What 
They  Need. 

Chicago,  June  28. — There  are  no  signs 
yet  of  tbe  cold  wave  which  has  been 
looked  for,  and  today  promises  to  be 
hotter  than  Friday.  The  list  of  people 
stricken  down  yesterday  numbers  nearly 
twenty.  Three  men  died  and  three 
more  in  the  hospital  will  not  live. 

Dispatches  from  many  points  in  Illi- 
nois, Indiana,  Iowa  and  Wisconsin  tell 
of  insufferable  heat  and  many  fatalities. 
At  Galena  three  people  died  of  heat  and 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  si'^kness  Jack- 
sonville  reports  101  in  the  shade,  two 
men  fatally  stricken  and  many  horses 
dead. 

At  Joliet  the  thermometer  registered 
102,  the  highest  point  in  twenty-four 
years.  A  dozen  people  were  overcome 
and  two  of  them  have  died.  In  Peoria 
104  in  the  shade  was  reported.  Two 
deaths  occurred  and  several  people  were 
overcome.  Danville,  Freeport  and  many 
other  points  report  numerous  prostra- 
tions and  a  few  fatalities. 

At  Burlington,  Iowa,  the  intense  heat 
has  demoralized  business.  The  mercury 
was  106  in  the  shade.  At  Watertown, 
Wis ,  yesterday,  the  temperature  was 
lOi.  Four  people  died  from  the  effects 
of  the  heat  and  many  others  are  ill. 

The  day  is  much  warmer  than  yester- 
da.t ,  the  signal  service  thermometer  reg- 
istering 88  at  8  o'clock  this  morning,  or 
6  higher  than  at  the  same  hour  yester- 
day. At  11  o'clock  thermometers  indi- 
cated a  temperature  of  92  to  95  ,  but  at 
this  hour  a  refreshing  breeze  is  blowing 
and  broken  clouds  occasionally  obscure 
the  sun. 

Five  deaths  from  sunstroke  have  been 
reported  to  the  coroner  today.

CARDINAL     MANNING'S    TRIBUTE. 

Pays  O'Brien   a  High  Compliment  on  His 
Novel. 

London,  June  28. — The  oil  painting 
which  Cardinal  Manning  sent  to  William 
O'Brien,  the  noted  Irish  patriot,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  wedding  a  few  weeks  ago, 

was  not  the  only  tribute  that  the  vener- 
able prelate  paid  to  the  bridegroom.  A 
few  hours  before  the  ceremony  was  per- 
formed Mr.  O'Brien  received  a  letter 
over  the  signature  of  tbe  cardinal  and 
which  he  prizes  more  than  if  the  letters 
were  set  with  precious  stones.  It  relates 
to  his  novel  "When  We  Were  Boys,"  and 
in  it  the  cardinal  says: 

"In  my  last  letter  I  promised  you  that 
I  would  write  you  again  when  I  had  fin- 
ished reading  your  book.  But  when  I 
got  to  the  end  I  forgot  the  book  and 
could  only  think  of  Ireland,  its  manifold 
sufferings  and  its  inextricable  sorrows. 

"But  the  day  of  restitution  is  nearly 
come.  I  hope  to  see  the  da>  break  and 
I  hope  that  you  will  see  noontide,  when 
the  people  of  Ireland  will  be  re-admitted 
as  far  as  possible,  to  the  possession  of 
their  own,  and  shall  be  admitted  as  far 
as  possible  to  the  making  and  adminis- 
tration of  their  own  local  laws,  while 
they  shall  still  share  in  the  legislation 
which  governs  and  consolidates  the  em- 
pire." 

The  publication  of  this  letter,  which 
has  been  by  the  cardinal  archbishop's 
express  permission  has  created  a  pro- 
found impression  has  created  a  profound 
impression  throughout  the  country. 

Celebrating  Victoria's  Coronation. 
London,  June  28. — It  is  fifty-two  years 
today  since  Victoria,  then  a  girl  of  19 
summers,  was  crowned  Queen  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  in  W^estminster 
abbey,  and  the  event  is  being  observed 
today  by  an  immense  aristocratic  and 
tory  demonstration  at  the  Crystal  palace. 
The  affair  is  intended  as  a  set  off  to  tbe 
recent  great  labor  and  radical  demon- 
stration and  Primrose  leagues,  and  dele- 
gates from  the  various  liberal  unionist 
associations  of  the  entire  country  are  co- 
operating with  the  tens  of  thousands  of 
conservatives  of  the  metropolitan  bor- 
oughs in  doing  honor  to  the  reigning 
sovereign.  The  house  of  lords  and  the 
commons  are  also  largely  represented, 
and  this  afternoon  a  score  of  speeches 
will  be  delivered  at  as  many  mass  meet- 
ings in  the  grounds. 

Leipzic  Socialists  Happy. 

Berlin,  June  28. — The  minor  state  of 
siege  which  has  been  in  force  in  Leipzic 
for  two  years  ends  today,  and  the  fact 
that  the  government  has  so  far  failed  to 
indicate  any  intention  of  renewing  it  is 
taken  as  meaning  that  it  proptoses  to 
cease  special  socialistic  enactments 
throughout  Germany.  It  is  the  general 
impression  in  semi-official  circles  that 
the  Emperor  proposes  to  give  a  fair  trial 
to  his  scheme  for  giving  the  socialists 
"freer  breath."  The  police  reports  of 
late  have  been  very  favorable  and  indi- 
cate that  almost  every  section  of  the 
country  is  free  from  public  or  demon- 
strative anarchism.

— A  number 
of  St.  Paul  gentlemen  who  have  been 
prospecting  in  western  Algoma  are  here 
en  route  home.  They  state  that  the  iron 
prospects  along  the  Minnesota  boundary 
on  the  Canada  side  are  remarkably  good. 

That  district  was  recently  visited  by 
the  assistant  state  geologist  of  Minne- 
sota and  a  Philadelphia  expert.  They 
were  immensely  pleased  with  the  whole 
iron  district  tributary  to  the  Port  Ar- 
thur, Duluth  &  Western  railway.  An 
iron  expert  has  examined  some  of  the  lo- 
cations which  the  Kingston  &  Pembroke 
Mining  company  are  said  to  contemplate 
buying  and  was  much  impressed  with  the 
outcroppings  on  the  Minnesota  side.  All 
the  American  mining  companies  contem- 
plate active  mining  work  as  soon  as  the 
railway  reaches  the  boundary.  As  their 
output  has  to  be  shipped  in  bond  via 
Port  Arthur,  several  strong  companies 
have  been  organized.  On  the  Atikokan 
range  claims  have  recently  been  located 
and  exploratory  work  done.  One  bed  of 
ore  has  been  uncovered,  and  shows  a 
width  of  forty-six  feet  of  ore,  which  is 
magnetic,  free  from  sulphur,  phosphor- 
us or  titanium,  and  will  average  68  per 
cent  of  metallic  iron.  The  United  States 
Baryte  company  is  loading  two  boats 
with  the  first  shipments  of  sulphate  of 
barium,  consisting  of  1000  tons,  which  is 
unusually  pure  and  will  be  shipped  to 
Cleveland.

THE     BUSINESS    SITUATION. 

According  to  the  reports  of  the  com- 
mercial agencies    the    business  outlook 
all  over  the  country  is  fair,  though  Dun 
warn     little     that     is     pesemistic.     It 
ie         certainly         so        in        Duluth. 
Here    money     is     in     good     demand, 
though    comparatively    easy,    and    the 
bank      clearings,       which     last      week 
showed  113  per  cent   increase    over    the 
week  a  year  ago,  this  week  show  another 
large  increase  by  a  total  of  r2,471.9ao.06. 
One  of  the  reviews  of  trade  says  the 
prolonged  uncertainties  regarding  legis- 
lation, and  the  continuance  of  gold  ex- 
ports,   have    an    unfavorable   effect  on 
busineea    While  the  volume  of  trade  as 
indicated  by  special  reports,  by  bank  ex- 
changes and  by  railroad  earnings,   con- 
tinues larger  than  in  the  same  month  of 
any  previous  year,  the  prospect    for  the 
ftiture  is  rendered    less  satisfactory   by 
industrial  hesitation  and  by  doubt  in  re- 
ganl    to    the    monetary    outlook.     The 
movement  of  gold  to  Germany  is  under- 
stood to  be  connected  with  operations  of 
bfinkers  in  placing  heavy    South  Ameri- 
can   loans,  but    could   hardly    occur  if 
there  were  not  on  the  part    of  foreign 
capitalists,  some  realizing  or  less   invest- 
ment than  usual  in  American  securities. 
Wool  is  distinctly  weaker,   and  a    dis- 
pc«ition  IS  shown  to  meet  the    needs  of 
manufacturers.      But    the    latter      buy 
sparingly  and  many  knit-goods  and  flan- 
nel works  are  shutting    down.     It  is  felt 
that  the  greater  part  of  a  year   will  now 
be  required  to  clear  the  markets  of  sup- 
plies of  foreign  goods,  even   if  the    pro- 
posed tariff  should    be  adopted.    This 
uncertainty  also  affects  estimates  of  the 
future  demand  for  iron  and  so  additions 
of  new    furnaces    weakens    the  market 
Large      transactions       in       structural 
iron    and    rails     have     been      closed. 
In      the     boot      and     shoe      business 
while  higher    prices  are  asked    and    ob- 
tained, confidence  as  to  the  future  seems 
leaj  strong,  and  the  cotton  manufacturer 
fimls  the  material  too  high  for    goods  at 
pre«nt   prices.    The   general    level    of 
pnoee  is  lower,    in  part  because  of   re- 
action from  the  many  speculations  which 
the  prospect  of  unlimited  silver  coinage 
engendered.  Business  is  well  maintained 
for  the  season,  and  the  exceedingly  con- 
fident tone  hitherto  expressed  prevailing 
does  not  at  all  abate.    If  there  art  possi- 
bilities of  disappointment,  they  do  not 
,    M«in  to    be  realized  as  yet     In  all    the 
r^>rt8  there  is  a  noteworthy  absence  of 
complaint  about    collections,  and  monev 
markets  are  fully  supplied.    The   treas- 
ury has  taken  in  only  $300,000  more  than 
it  hna  paid  out  and   the  merchandise  ex- 
ports     are      larger,    showing    for     the 
month  thus  far  an  increase  of  .3  per  cent 
over  last  year.    Xevertheless,  the  excess 
of  imports  over  exports    for  the    month 
will    be  heavy,    probably  far    exceeding 
that  of  May,  which  was  over  115,000,000. 
Failures  during    the  last    seven    days 
number  for  the  United    States,  178;  for 
Canada,  24;  total,  202;  compared   with 
199  liist    week.    For  the    corresponding 
week  of  1889,  the  figures  were  184  in  the 
UnittMl  States,  and  31  in  Canada.

A  Saccesafal  Toong  Charoh. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald. 

The  colored  church  of  this  city  for- 
merly known  asSt  Johns  Baptist  church, 
was  organized  June  25,  under  the  name 
of  Mount  Olive  Baptist  church  with 
twenty-one  members.  The  following 
were  chosen  as  trustees:  Charles  Win- 
ner, Garland  McCoy,  Thomas  Smart 
Richard  Stocks,  E.  T.  Rhone,  W.  R. 
Robinson,  W.  H.  Bryant,  C.  H.  Knox, 
James  Smith. 

Elder  F.  Lomack  came  here  on  the  Gth 
of  May,  and  during  the  short  time  he 
has  officiated  as  pastor,  has  been  very 
successful  in  uniting  the  people  and 
carries  out  his  former  record  of 
success  in  building  up  churches. 
There  was  no  Colored  Baptist  society 
when  he  uame  here,  and  now  he  has 
built  up  xjuite  a  church  by  the  aid  of 
many  of  the  best  colored  citizens  of  Du- 
luth, and  he  asks  the  editor  of  The  Her- 
ald to  allow  him  space  in  his  beloved 
paper,  of  which  the  colored  citizens 
of  Duluth  have  spoken  so  well,  to  speak 
a  word  to  the  public  as  representing  his 
race  in  Duluth. 

He  has  found  that  many  of  them  have 
been  persecuted  without  cause  and  that 
he  has  not  met  better  people  anywhere  of 
his  race,  than  in  Duluth  He  came  to 
Duluth  looking  after  the  Baptist  cause 
of  Christ  and  met  the  kiud  hospitality 
of  many  of  the  leading  citizens  of  his 
own  people  and  of  the  whites,  and  met 
manv  of  his  race  who  were  desirous  of 
building  a  colored  church  and 
society,  people  who  were  not  attending 
any  church  though  they  were  Christians 
and  had  been  welcomed  to  the  white 
churches,  when  indeed  the  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  had  baptized  one 
of  them  and  when  the  Methodists  and 
others  had  made  them  welcome.  The 
colored  church  was  therefore  organized 
because  it  was  thought  the  colored  peo- 
ple could  only  be  reached  by  it. 

Among  those  I  found  that  were  anxious 
to  build  up  such  a  church  in  Duluth 
were  in  addition  to  the  families  of  those 
mentioned  as  trustees,  Mrs.  Nellie  Wag- 
ner and  family,  Mrs.  Stubbs  and  family, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mason,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ed- 
wards, Mr.  and  Mrs.  Booker,  John  Bry- 
ant Miss  Garland,  Miss  Maria  Garland, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Murphy,  J.  W.  Page,  Chas. 
Jones,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Green,  Mr.  McJohn- 


son,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ray,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Jordan,  Mrs.  Coleman,  Mra.  Wright, 
Mrs.  Williams,  Mrs.  Henry  Richardson, 
Mrs.  Mills,  and  many  others,  both  young 
men  and  women.

Macdonald  Sold  for  Big  Price; 

Developments  on  West 

Range. 


1Kc>\  men  are  all  confideat  of  aa  un 
usually  pnwperous  season  on  the 
north  range  this  year.  A  large 
amount  of  new  capital  has  alreudy 
been  invented  and  considerable  more  is 
expected.  Ehiring  the  past  week  one  of 
the  moet  important  sales  of  the  season 
was  made.  It  comprised  the  MacDonald 
tract,  which  until  recently  has  been 
under  contest.  This  land  is  situated  in 
the  ne\i  of  the  se^j,  section  30-63-11, 
and  adjoins  the  famous  Eaton-Merritt 
tract  The  sale  was  made  by  Meggins, 
Jamee  &  Co.  to  A.  M.  Wilcox  and  J.  H. 
King  of  Cleveland,  who  were  in  Duluth 
some  days  a  week  ago. 

The  Herald  is  not  at  liberty  to  make 
known  the  purchase  price,  but  it  is 
understootl  to  be  a  good  round 
sum,  well  up  in  the  six  tigures,  as  the 
tract  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  best 
holdings  on  the  range. 

The  new  owners  are  large  consumers 
of  ore,  using  through  their  eastern  blast 
furnace  companies,  over  300,000  tons  of 
ore  per  year.  They  will  begin  work  at 
once  on  the  tract,  and  a  large  force  of 
men  will  be  employed  in  opening  a  mine. 
There  has  been  some  talk  of  their  going 
into  the  smelting  business  at  Duluth 
and  it  is  well  within  the  bounds  of  possi- 
bility that  they  may  do  so.  As  yet,  how- 
ever, nothing  ia  settled.

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WESTERN    DEVELOPMENTS. 

Tfcrew  Great  Corporatiomi  Op«ratln|jr  Near 
Th«  Duluth  &  Wlnnlpf^. 

One  might  judge,  from  indications  of 
the  last  few  days,  that  a  good  deal  of  the 
work  of  this  year  in  the  way  of  develop- 
ment of  the  Minnesota  iron  district 
would  be  done  on  the  west  range.  There 
very  large  and  powerful  companies,  of 
whose  existence  there  has  been  but 
brief  mention  heretofore,  and  of  whi^se 
work  the  public  has  known  nothing,  are 
busily  prospecting  on  the  west  range  and 
getting  reaidy  for  very  extensive  further 
developments  as  soon  as  they  get  railway 
connection  and  have  more  carefully  ex- 
amined their  properties. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  of  these 
three  companies  is  the  North  Star  Iron 
company,  which  has  negotiated  for  many 
thousand  acres  on  the  range,  mostly 
eastward  of  the  Diamond  mine  nea^  La 
PVairie,  at  which  John  Paulson  isnowat 
work.  The  purposes  of  this  company 
have  never  been  explained  in  print,  ex- 
cept in  the  columns  of  The  Herald.  The 
company  hjis  spent,  or  is  about  to  spend, 
nearly  a  million  dollars  for  lands,  and  it 
has  had  prospectors  and  explorers  on  a 
good  part  of  the  ran^e.  The  land  it  pro- 
poses to  operate  it  will  own  in  fee.  It  is 
closely  connected  with  the  Duluth  & 
Winnipeg  road. 

Besides  this  company,  Messrs.  Rob- 
bing and  Jewett  of  St.  Paul,  are  the  or- 
ganizetl  agents  of  an  extensive  syndicate 
which  has  already  spent  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  in  exploring,  and  has  se- 
cure<l  state  leases  of  fifty  years  duration 
to  nearly  twenty  excellent  prospects. 
This  syndicate  expects  to  spend  this 
year  not  less  than  117,000  in  develop- 
ment work  and  exploration.  Its  lands 
are  located  mostly  in  58-19  and  58-20  and 
are  nearly  all  on  state  lands  leased  under 
the  law  of  1889. 

A  third  company,  about  which  more 
or  less  has  already  been  said,  is  the  Mer- 
ntt  syndicate,  operating  in  connection 
with  the  Duluth  &  Northwestern  rail- 
way, which  has  surveyetl  through  and 
along  the  iron  belt  from  Duluth.  On 
these  Merritt  lands  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  exploratory  work  has  l>een 
done  and  it  is  generally  acknowle<lged 
that  there  are  two  or  three  good  mines 
in  sight  already,  their  names  having 
already  been  given  in  The  HeraM 
These  properties  are  also  on  state  lands 
in  part,  and  the  Merritts  have  taken  a 
very  large  number  of  leasee  most  of 
which  are  yet  to  be  closed  for  the  long 
term  of  years. 

Besides  these  is  the  Paulson  explora- 
ti(  a  at  the  Diamond  mine,  which  is  most 
promising  of  all,  because  it  is  most  ad- 
vaooed. 

But  while  theee  explorations  are  going 
OD  on  the  newly  discovere<l  west  range 
one  must  not  forget  that  there  is  noth- 
ing experimental  in  the  East  Vermilion 
range,  or  in  the  East  Mesabi  and  that 
on  these,  eepecially  the  East  Vermilion, 
the  actual  developments  far  exceed  any 
other  parts  of  the  Minnesota  ranges. 
The  sale  of  the  MacDonald  forty,  re- 
ferred to  above,  is  the  most  important 
mining  deal  for  a  long  time,  especially 
considering  what  is  intended  by  the  pur- 
chasers as  well  as  the  price.  Numerous 
other  very  large  deals  on  the  east  range 
are  in  negotiation  and  The  Herald  would 
not  want  to  be  construed  as  placing,  in 
any  way,  the  west  range  on  an  even  foot- 
ing with  its  eastern  c-ontinuation,  though 
there  is  no  telling  what  it  may  do  in  time. 

The  New    Hlnn»«>ota. 

The  Minnesota  Mining  company  has 
about  a  dozen  men  at  work  drilling  in 
their  new  mine  and  the  prospects  are 
growing  more  encouraging  every  day. 
One  of  the  members  of  the  company 
who  was  on  the  range  this  week  re 
marked  yesterday  that  they  had  one  of 
the  beet  pieces  of  property  to  be  found 
on  the  entire  range.  The  work  of  de- 
veloping the  mine  will  be  pushed  rapidly 
this  season. 

Trimble  and  Hlltbins  on  the  Eaat. 

Mr.  Trimble,  an  old  operator  on  the 
Ciogebic  range,  has  leased  a  portion  of 
25-63-11.  a  part  of  the  original  Eaton- 
Merritt  location,  and  has  already  built  a 
camp  and  will  begin  developments  at 
once.  Prank  Hibbing  has  lease<I  a  por- 
tion of  the  same  section  and  will  go  to 
work  on  it  with  a  large  capital  at  once. 
This  year  will  see  considerable  develop- 
ment, in  62-12,  63-13  and  63-11. 


Coosolidated  \emiIUoD. 

An  Elastern  mining  paper  is  responsi- 
ble for  the  following:  "Consolidated 
Vermilion  Mining  Company. — An  execu- 
tive session  of  the  directors  of  this  com- 
ptiny  was  held  on  Friday  of  last  week  at 
Duluth,  in  which  plans  were  formed  for 
the  active  development  of  some  of  their 
properties.  The  directors,  after  the 
meeting  was  over,  said  that  there  was 
nothing  to  say  further  than  that  they 
were  raising  a  large  sum  of  money,  and 
when  that  was  done  they  would  begin 
the  erection  of  a  number  of  buildings 
and  take  other  active  steps  toward  the 
development  of  their  properties."

It 
is  underatood  that  some  of  the  mer- 
chants are  going  into  this  matter  purely 


Uow    Dr.    NanHen    Expects  to    Reach    the 
North  Vole. 

When  Dr.  Naneen  took  his  plunge  into 
Greenland  two  years  ago,  that  be  must 
carry  out  his  plan  of  crossing  or  die  on 
the  way,  observant,  readere  says  the 
Hartford  Courant,  recogizeKd  the  sort  of 
a  man  who,  if  he  lived  through  that  ex- 
perience, would  do  more  Arctic  explor- 
ing. As  we  all  know,  he  did  live,  and 
has  since  been  brooding  another  journey 
into  the  unknown.  It  has  formulated  in 
his  mind,  and  the  preparations  are  well 
under  way.  What  he  now  proposes  is 
to  visit  the  north  pole. 

Of  course  at  this  late  day  no  one  talks 
of  that  journey   without  a    full    knowl- 
edge of  the  lives  lost  and  hardBhii>B  en- 
dured by  former  explorers,  and  an  equal 
knowledge  of  the  boundaries  tnat  have 
proved    impenetrable — some    approach- 
ing nearer  than  othera,  and  many   been 
turned  back  at  nearly  the  same  latitude. 
Equally    of  course  a  new  candidate    for 
the  exploit  must  have  a  new  idea  of  how 
to  reach  the  pole.     Dr.  Nansen's  oomes 
from  a    study  of   ocean    currents.      He 
points  out  that  in  going  up  west  from 
Greenland  explorere  meet   ice    coming 
down.    There  is  a  strong  southerly  cur- 
rent   here    and    another    to  the  east  of 
Greenland,     where      also    various      at- 
tempts    to      work      far      north    have 
been  made;  and  another  adverse  current 
is  encountered   north    of  Spitzbergen,  a 
route  which    has    also  been   attempted. 
These  three  compose  the  lines  of  attack 
that  have  usually  been  followed  by  north- 
ern explorers.    Now    Dr.  Nansen    very 
reasonably  says  that  water  must  go  north 
somewhere  if  all  theee  currents  are  set- 
ting south,  and  he    finds    reasons  both 
general    and    specific  for  believing  that 
it  flows  through    Behring    sea.    It  was 
here  that  the  Jeannette  entered  in  1879. 
She  was  shut  in    and  drifted  in  a  north- 
easterly direction  for  two    years,  when 
she  sank.    Two  yeara  later  belongings  of 
some     of    her     crew     drifted     ashore 
on         the         southwest        coast        of 
Greenland,     and       what      is       known 
of  the  currents  makes  it  almost    impos- 
sible that  they  should  have  come  by  any 
route  except  through  the    unknown  re- 
gion about   the    pole.    With    this    and 
other  things  in  mind.  Dr.  Nansen  has  de- 
cided to  make  his  attempt  via  that  line, 
carry  provisions  for  five  years,  abandon 
his  vessel  to    the  movement  of    the  ioe 
and  see  what  comes  of  it. 

The  plan  is  simple  and  heroic.  It 
means  the  chance  of  a  great  success,  or 
everlasting  night  for  Nansen.  No  one 
knows  it  better,  but  when  the  madness 
of  Arctic  exploration  is  in  the  blood,  the 
man  must  work  out  his  fate. 
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for  policy's  sake,  and  the  membere  of  the 
council  are  anxious  to  find  out  how 
many  of  them  are  occupying  this  posi- 
tion. The  movement  on  July  7,  is  mere- 
ly for  a  test  case,  and  if  it  proves  suc- 
cessful it  will  be  continued. 

.\  resolution  was  passed  instructing 
all  membera  of  the  union  to  withdraw 
their  patronage  from  the  Chinese  laun- 
dries. A  si>ecial  meeting  will  be  held 
Monday  evening  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
structing the  grocery  clerks  as  it  is  in- 
tended to  extend  the  closing  movement 
to  ths  grocery  stores.  The  regular 
meeting  night  was  eh iinged  from  Wed- 
nesday to  Thursday,  and  hereafter  the 
meetings  will  beheld  in  O'Brien  &  Knowl- 
ton's  hall.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  Sunday  closing 
movement  There  are  a  number  of 
clerks  who  are  standing  out  until  they 
see  what  the  union  can  accomplish.  The 
members  are  "keeping  tab"  on  these 
clerks  and  have  decided  not  to  admit 
them  after  they  have  passed  through  the 
early-closing  deal,  as  they  feel  sanguine 
that  they  will  succeed  with  the  aid  of  the 
other  unions. 


BISMARCK  DECLINES. 

wishes    HiB  TlHlt    to   be    gulet  and  Uno«- 
tentatiouB, 
LoNDO.N,  June  28. — It  is  not  improba- 
ble that    Prince    Bismarck's  ^intended 
visit  to  this  country  will  be  indefinitely 

postponed.  It  had  been  his  desire  to 
avoid  all  demonstrations  of  every  kind, 
but  the  German  residents,  despite  his 
desires,  have  insisted  on  going  ahead 
with  a  program  which  contemplated  a 
reception  at  the  railway  station  and  a 
grand  parade. 

It  was  the  knowledge  of  these  prepar- 
ations that  induced  the  prince  to  recall 
his  acceptance  of  an  invitation  to  the 
recent  marriage  of  Count  Alexander  and 
Lady  Muriel  Hay.  In  a  private  letter 
the  ex-chancellor  says  that  he  regards 
with  anything  but  pleasure  the  prospect 
of  a  busy  holiday  during  his  English 
visit. 

If  he  comes  at  all,  he  says  he  will 
avoid  public  speaking  altogether  and  it 
will  not  be  agreeable  to  him  to  atteml 
any  public  reception,  or  public  banquet 
such  as  contemplated  both  by  the  muni- 
cipal authorities  and  the  German  colony.

Walking  UeleKateH  Busy. 

New  Yokk,  June  28.— The  ever-pres- 
ent walking  delegate  of  the  building 
trades  were  extremely  busy  yesterilay 
ordering  the  carpentere,  plasterera, 
bricklayers,  plumbera,  varnishers,  stair- 
builders  and  lab<jrer8  to  go  on  a  strike 
on  fifty-five  large  buildings  uptown, 
riie  strike  was  begun  by  the  carpentere, 
who  demanded  $3.50  in  place  of  |3  a  day, 
and  over  300  other  workman  went  out 
in  sympathy. 

The  cloakmakera'  lockout  will  proba- 
bly be  settled  today  on  terms  satisfac- 
tory to  the  men.  It  was  said  yesterday 
afternoon  that  the  preliminaries  had 
already  been  agreed  upon  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Manufacturers'  association  and 
the  .\malgamated  Committee  of  cloak- 
makers. 

The  strike  of  cigarmakers  is  spreading, 
and  yesterday  125  German  cigarmakers 
employed  by  Victor  V'allette  A  Co.,  went 
on  a  strike  for  an  advance  of  II  per  1000 
cigara.  There  are  also  new  strikes  for 
an  advance  of  wages  in  four  other  fac- 
tories. 

.\n  important  movement  is  contem- 
plated in  the  printing  trade,  and  action 
is  being  taken  looking  to  the  promotion 
of  a  Central  Trades  council,  to  be  com- 
posed of  various  branches  of  the  tra<le. 
The  annual  strike  of  compositora  in  the 
office  of  Trow's  City  Directory  contin- 
ues, but  the  firm  asserts  that  the  direo- 
toiy  will  be  out  on  time.

Where  the  Brilliant  Girls  Go. 

Pall  Mall  Gazette:  Miss  Fawcett's 
triumph  in  the  mathematical  tripos  puts 
the  crown  on  a  long  series  of  successes 
by  lady  students  at  Cambridge.  There 
have  now  been  lady  "seniore"  in  all  the 
important  triposes  (except  law).  Here 
is  the  list: 

Moral  sciences  tripos — In  1880  Miss 
Jones  was  bracketed  senior,  In  1881 
Miss  Moberly  was  senior,  and  so  in  1884 
was  Miss  Hughes. 

Historical  tripos— In  1886  Miss  RoUe- 
son  (daughter  of  the  late  Oxford  profes- 
sor of  zoology)  was  bracketed  senior, 
and  in  188i>  two  ladies  and  no  men  were 
placed  in  the  firat  class.  The  ladies  who 
were  placed  in  alphabetical  order,  were 
Miss  Chamberlin  and  Miss  Skeat 
(daughter  of  Professor  Skeat).  In  1887 
Miss  Ilervey  was  senior,  and  in  1888  Miss 
Tuke  (whose  father  is  well  known  in 
connection  with  schemes  of  Irish  emi- 
gration). Finally,  there  are  three  suc- 
cesses of  Miss  Ramsay  in  the  classical 
tripos,  1887,  and  of  Miss  Fawcett  in  the 
mathematical,  1890.  Of  these  eleven 
lady  seniora,  two  came  from  Girton, 
Miss  Jones  and  Miss  Ramsay,  the  rest 
from  Newnhan 

It  is  often  asked  what  becomes  of  lady 
students  when  they  leave  college.  A 
few  particulare  about  some  of  t'uese  lady 
seniore  may  therefore  be  added.  Miss 
Ramsay  is  now  Mrs.  Montague  Butler, 
the  wife  of  the  master  of  trinity.  Miss 
Moberly  is  head  mistress  of  the  Ton- 
bridge  Wells  high  school  for  girls.  Miss 
Hughes  is  head  of  a  training  college  at 
Cambridge.  Miss  Chamberlin  is  in- 
structor in  German  at  Bryn  Mawr  col- 
lege, Philadelphia,  and  Miss  Junes  is 
moral  eoisnoe  lecturer  at  Girton.

Nrw  York,  Joue  :i(.'.  -The  representa- 
tives at  the  sugar  trust  are  in  eeeeion  be 
hind  closed  doors  at  117  Wall  street  to- 
day. Nominally  the  meeting  is  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  three  trustees  in 
place  of  Charles  H.  .SnetV,  Wm.  Dick  and 
Charles  O.  Foster,  whose  terms  of  office 
expire  tomorrow.  In  reality,  however, 
the  meeting  is  being  held  to  consider  the 
position  iu  which  the  trust  is  placed  by 
the  decision  of  the  court  of  appeal  affirm- 
ing the  decision  of  the  lower  courts  that 
the  trust  is  illegal.  Cue  of  them  says 
that  the  decision  will  not  affect  its  busi- 
ness, as  the  courts  cannot  prevent  it 
from  making  money  legitimately.  It  is 
not  at  all  improbable,  however,  that  the 
trustees  will  determine  to  organize  into 
a  corporation,  ooiinent  lawyers  having 
advised  that  in  this  way  its  business  can 
l>e  conducted  without  any  possible  in- 
terference from  the  courts.
